Text of Agreement to Establish the Irish Free State 


LONDON, Dec. 6 (Associated Press.) —The text of the agreement signed this morning by the British Government and the Irish representatives follows: 


Article I.—Ireland shall have the same constitutional status in the 
community of nations known as the British Empire as the Dominion of 
Canada, the Commonwealth of Australia, the Dominion of New Zealand 
and the Union of South Africa, with a Parliament having powers to 
make laws for peace and order and good government in Ireland, and an 
executive responsible to that Parliament, and shall be styled and known 
as the Irish Free State. 

Article II.—Subject to provisions hereinafter set out, the position 
of the Irish Free State in relation to the Imperial Parliament, the Gov- 
ernment and otherwise shall be that of the Dominion of Canada, and 
the law, practice and constitutional usage governing the relationship of 
the Crown or representative of the Crown and the Imperial Parliament 
to the Dominion of Canada shall govern their relationship to the Irish 
Free State. 


Article III.—A representative of the Crown in Ireland shall be ap- 
pointed in like manner as the Governor General of Canada and in ac- 
cordance with the practice observed in making such appointments. 

Article I1V.—The oath to be taken by the members of the Parlia- 
ment of the Irish Free State shall be in the following form: 

‘*I do solemnly swear true faith and allegiance to the Constitution 
of the Irish Free State as by law established, and that I will be faithful 
to his Majesty King George V., and his heirs and successors by law, in 
virtue of the common citizenship of Ireland with Great Britain and her 
adherence to and membership of the group of nations forming the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations.’’ 

Article V.—The Irish Free State shall assume liability for service 
of the public debt of the United Kingdom as existing at the date thereof 
and toward the payment of war pensions as existing on that date in 
such proportion as may be fair and equitable, having regard for any 
just claims on the part of Ireland by way of set-off or counter-claim, 
the amount of such sums being determined, in default. of agreement, by 
the arbitration of one or more independent persons being citizens of 
the British Empire. 

Article VI.—Until an arrangement has been made between the British 
and Irish Governments whereby the Irish Free State undertakes her own 
coastal defense, defense by sea of Great Britain and Ireland shall be 
undertaken by his Majesty’s imperial forces, but this shall not prevent 
the construction or maintenance by the Government of the Irish Free 
State of such vessels as are necessary for the protection of the revenue 
or the fisheries. The foregoing provisions of this article shall be reviewed 
at a conference of representatives of the British and Irish Governments 
to be held at the expiration of five years from the date hereof with a view 
to the undertaking by Ireland of a share in her own coastal defense. 

Article VII.—The Gevernment of the Irish Free State shall afford to 
his Majesty's imperial force (a) in time of peace such harbor and other 
facilities as are indicated in the annex hereto, or such other facilities as 
may from time to time be agreed between the British Government and 
the Government of the Irish Free State, and (b) in time of war or of 
strained relations with a foreign power such harbor and other facilities as 
the British Government may require for the purposes of such defense, as 
aforesaid. 

Article VIII.—With a view to securing observance of the principle of 
international limitation of armaments, if the Government of-:the Irish 
Free State establishes and maintains a military defense force, the estab- 
lishment thereof shall not exceed in size such proportion.of the military 
establishments maintained in Great Britain as that which the population 
of Ireland bears to the population of Great Britain. 

Article [X.--The ports of Great Britain and the Irish Free State shall 
be freely open to the ships of the other country on the payment of the 
customary port and other dues. 

Article X.—The Government of the Irish Free State agrees to pay fair 
compensation, on terms not less favorable than those accorded by the 
Act:of 1920, to Judges, officials, members of the police forces and other 
public servants who are discharged by it or who retire in consequence of 
the change of government effected in pursuance of the hereof paragraph.

Provided that this agrecment shall not apply to members of the 
auxiliary police force or persons recruited in Great Britain for the Royal 
Irish Constabulary during the two years next preceding the date hereof. 
The British Government will assume responsibility for such compensation 
or pensions as may be payable to any of these excepted persons. 


Article XI.—Until the expiration of one month from the passing of 
the Act of Parliament for the ratification of this instrument, the powers 
of the Parliament and Government of the Irish Free State shall not be 
exercisable as respects Northern Ireland, and the provisions of the Gov- 
ernment of Ireland Act of 1920 shall, so far as they relate to Northern 
Ireland, remain of full force and effect, and no election shall be held for 
the return of members ‘o serve in the Parliament of the Irish Free State 
for the constituencies of Northern Ireland unless a resolution is passed 
by both houses of Parliament of Northern Ireland in favor of holding 
such elections before the end of said month. 

Article XII.—If before the expiration of said month an address is 
presented to his Majesty by both houses of Parliament of Northern Ire- 
land to that effect, the powers of the Parliament and Government of the 
Irish Free State shall no longer extend to Northern Ireland, and the 
provisions of the Government of Ireland Act of 1920 (including those 
relating to the Council of Ireland) shall, so far as they relate to Northern 
Ireland, continue to be of full force and effect, and this instrument shall 
have effect, subject to the necessary modifications; 

Provided, that if such an address is so presented, a commission con- 
sisting of three persons, one to be appointed by the Government of the 
Irish Free State, one to be appointed by the Government of Northern 
Ireland, and one, who shall be Chairman, to be appointed by the British 
Government, shall determine in accordance with the wishes of the in- 
habitants, so far as may be compatible with economic and geographic 
conditions, the boundaries between Northern Ireland and the rest of 
Ireland, and for the purposes of the Government of Ireland act of 1920, 
and of this instrument the boundary of Northern Ireland shall be such 
as may be determined by such commission. 

Article XIII.—For the purpose of the last foregoing article the pow- 
ers of the Parliament of Southern Ireland under the Government of Ire- 
land Act of 1920, to elect members of the Council of Ireland, shall, after 
the Parliament of the Irish Free State is constituted, be exercised by 
that Parliament. 

Article XIV.—After the expiration of said month, if no such address 
as mentioned in Article XII. hereof is presented, the Parliament of the 
Government of Northern Ireland shall continue to exercise as respects 
Northern Ireland the powers conferred upon them by the Government of 
Ireland Act of 1920, but the Parliament of the Government of the Irish 
Free State shall in Northern Ireland have in relation to matters, in re- 
spect of which the Parliiment of Northern Ireland has not the power to 
make laws under that act {including matters which, under said act, are 
within .the jurisdiction of the Council of Ireland), the same powers as 
in the rest of Ireland, subject to such other provisions as may be agreed 
to in the manner hereinafter appearing. 

Article XV.—At any time after the date hereof the Government 
of Northern Ireland and the Provisional Government of Southern Ireland, 
hereinafter constituted, may meet for the purpose of discussing provi- 
sions, subject to which the last of the foregoing article is to operate in 
the event of no such address as is therein mentioned being presented, and 
those provisions may include: (a) Safeguards with regard to patronage 
in Northern Ireland; (b) safeguards with regard to the collection of 
revenue in Northern Ireland; (c) safeguards with regard to import and 
export duti¢s affecting the trade and industry of Northern Ireland; (d) 
safeguards for the minorities in Northern Ireland; (e) settlement of 
financial relations between Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State; 
(t) establishment and powers of a local militia in Northern Ireland and 
the relation of the defense forces of the Irish Free State and of Northern 
Ireland, respectively, and if at any such meeting provisions are agreed 
to, the same shall have effect as if they were included among the provi- 
sions subject to which the powers of Parliament and of the Government

Article XVI.—Neither the Parliament of the Irish Free State nor the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland shall make any law so as either direct- 
ly or indirectly to endow any religion or prohibit or restrict the free exer- 
cise thereof or give any preference or impose any disability on the account 
of religious belief or religious status, or affect prejudicially the right of 
any child to attend school receiving public money without attending the 
religious instruction of the school, or make any discrimination as respects 
State aid between schools under the management of the different religious 
denominations, or divert from any religious denomination or any educa- 
tional institution any of its property except for public utility purposes and 
on the payment of compensation. 

Article XVII.—By way of provisional arrangement for the ad- 
ministration of Southern Ireland during the interval which must elapse 
between the date hereof and the constitution of a Parliament and a Gov- 
ernment of the Jrish Free State in accordance therewith, steps shall be 
taken forthwith for summoning a meeting of the Members of Parliament 
elected for the constituencies in Southern Ireland since the passing of 
the Government of Ireland act in 1920 and for constituting a Provisional 
Government. And the British Government shall take steps necessary to 
transfer to such Provisional Government the powers and machinery requi- 
site for the discharge of its duties, provided that every member of such 
Provisional Government shall have signified in writing his or her ac- 
ceptance of this instrument. But this arrangement shall not continue 
in force beyond the expiration of twelve months from the date hereof. 

Article XVIII.—This instrument shall be submitted forthwith - by 
his Majesty’s Government for the approval of Parliament and by the 
lrish signatories to a meeting summoned for the purpose of members 
elected to sit in the House of Commons of Southern Ireland, and, if ap- 
proved, it shall be ratified by the necessary legislation.

An annex is attached to the treaty. Clause 1 specifies that Admiralty 
property. and rights at the dockyard port of Berehaven are to be retained 
as at present date and the harbor defenses and facilities for coastal de- 
fense by air at Queenstown, Belfast, Lough and Loughswilly to remain 
under British care, provision also being made for oil, fuel and storage. 

Clause 2 provides that a convention shall be made between the two 
Governments, to give effect to the following conditions: That submarine 
cables shall not be landed or wireless stations for communication with 
places outside of Ireland establishec, except by agreement with the British 
Government, that. existing cable rights and wireless concessions shall not 
be withdrawn except by agreement with the British Government, and 
that the British Government shall be entitled to land additional submarine 
cables or establish additional wireless stations for communication with 
places outside of Ireland, that lighthouses, buoys, beacons, &c:., shall be 
maintained by the Irish Government and not be removed or added tb 
except by agreement with the British Government, that war signal sta- 
tions shall be closed down and left in charge of care and maintenance par- 
ties, the Government of the Irish Free State being offered the option of 
taking them over and working them for commercial purposes, subject to 
Admiralty inspection, and guaranteeing the upkeep of existing telegraphic 
communication therewith. 

Clause 3 provides that a convention shall be made between the two 
Governments for the regulation of civil communication by air.

|} ing powers to make laws for the peace 
and order and good goverhment of Ire- 
land and an Executive responsible te 
that Parliament, and shall be styled and 
known as the Irish Free State.” 

Such is the first article of the “ treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland” 
which was signed some minutes after 2 
o'clock this morning on behalf of Great 
Britain by Lloyd George, Austen Cham- 
berlain, Lofd Birkenhead, Winston 
Churchill, Sir L. Worthington-Evana, 
Sir Hamar Greenwood and Sir Gordon 
Héwart, and on behalf of Ireland by 
Arthur Griffith, Michael Collins, Robert 
Barton, E. J. Duggan and Gavan Duffy. 

The signatures were affixed to the 

document in that historic room of 10 
Downing Street on whose walls hang 
|the portraits of the greatest British 
Premiers of the past and of one Ameri- 
can, George Washington, the Father of 
His Country. 
i It was that same room, Lord Birken- 
head pointed out today, which “ wit- 
nessed the fateful and melancholy dis» 
cussions that preceded the final recogni- 
tion on the part of the statesmen of this 
country that the American colonies were 
lost. It was in-that room,’’ said the 
| Chancellor of the Exchequer, *‘ in which 
ithe anxieties, uncertainties and vicissl-

Edward L. Doheny, President of the 
Mexican Petroleum Company and Na- 
tional President of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Recognition of the Irish 
Republic, who has been-a liberal finan- 
cial supporter of the independence 
movement, said:

LONDON, Dec. 6.—‘* If ‘we could look 
|into the back of Mr. Lloyd George’s 
mind,’’ writes a contributor to The Daily 
Chronicle, who has had exceptional op-

In the course of the article the writer 
makes a disclosure calculated to cause 
comment.

Early Negotiations That Failed. 


Negotiations between the leaders of 
the Sinn Fein and Ulster elements in 
Ireland and the British Government had 
been started on June 25, last, three

vited de Valera and Sir James Craig, 
the Ulster Premier, to confer with him in 
London. De Valera accepted the invi-

Some of the irish leaders saw in Ger- 
many a liberator and Germany saw in 
Ireland's disaffection an opportunity to 
weaken Great brivtain’s war efforts. The 
upshot wus the landing of Sir Roger 
Casement in Ireland from a German 
submarine and the sinking off the Irish 
coast of a ship loaded with German 
ammunition simultaneously with _ the 
outbreak of the ‘‘ Master Hebellion’’ in 
on Apri 1916. ‘Lhe British 
had learned of the plan and Casement 
was arrested and subsequently executed. 

The Sinn Fein leaders had prociaimed 
Ireland a republic and Patrick H. Pearse 
was designated as Provisional President. 
The fighting in Dublin lasted until 
April 30, and the property damag ge there 
wus estimated at $10,000,000. Within a 
week there were 60,000 British troops in 
Ireland. 

Martial law was declared in the city, 
which was overrun with troops. Even- 
tually many Sinn Feiners surrendered 
and hundreds were captured. Alto- 
gether, as a result of the revolt, four- 
teen Sinn Fein leaders, including Presi- 
dent Pearse, were put to death, sseventy- 
nine were sent to prison and 1,7Q6 were 
deported.

The new Government of Ireland act! 
was passed by the House of Commons | 
in December, 1920 It provided for | 
Northern and Southern Parliaments and | 
for a Central Parliament containing rep- 
resentatives of both the North and the! 
South. De Valera in a@ manifesto de-| 
nounced the plan. 

This was followed on May 2; 1921, by | 
the appointment of Viscount FitzAlan as 
the first Lord Lieutenant and Governor 
General of Ireland under the new parti- | 
tion measure. 

Ulster accepted the act and proceeded | 
to hold elections and organize its Par- 
liament. In all the rest of Ireland, 
however, the Sinn Feiners again swept 
the elections, a 124 out of 128 
seats. They refused to organize under 
the Home Rule act, and declared that 
the new members elected would consti- 
tute the new Dail Eireann. 

In the North Sir James Craig was 
chosen Parliamentary leader in the 
place of Sir Edward Carson, who re-, 
tired. : 

The Ulster Parliament opened on June 
22, and was attended by King George 
and Queen Mary. The King urged the 
lrish people to ‘ forgive and forget’ 
past wrong and strive for peace in Ire- 
land and conciliation between the people 
of that country, and the British Empire.

TO EUROPE IN MESSAGE 


Italian Diplomat Also Comforted 
by Promise to Help Nations 
_ Remedy Conditions.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (Associated 
Press).—President Harding’s reference 
in his message to Congress today to the 
economic restoration of the world as be- 


ing particularly the task of the nations 
most concerned was interpreted by Sena- 
tor Schanzer, head of the Italian arma- 
ment delegation, as “a high admonition 
for European countries." . 

“These words of admonition were, 
however, followed by others inspired by | 
a noble sentiment of human solidarity,” 
Senator Schanzeér said. 

‘Indeed, the President said that when 
the European nations will have turned | 
to heroic remedies to settle their con- 
ditions then America will be in a posi- 
tion to help them and will help them. 
These are good and comforting words, 
as the conclusion of the address is also 
comforting when, speaking of the con- 
ference of Washington, the President 
said that ‘a most gratifying world ac- 
complishment is not improbable.’ "’ 

Senator Schanzer, who was present at 
today’s joint session of Congress, said 
he had been ‘‘ very much impressed” 
by the spectacle. The President, he said, 
‘“‘evidently spoke with great sincerity 
and frankness in order that there should 
not be unfounded hopes,” while at the 
same time making it ctear that the 
United States realized “the great mis- 
sion that the American Republic is called 
to accomplish in the world.’’ 


Hint of Chinese Withdrawal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (Associated 
Press).—The Chinese delegation, it was 
learned today, has received explicit in- 
structions from the Peking Government 
not to recede from its position for the 
unconditional return of the Kiao-Chau 
leasehold in Shantung and protect 
China’s interest in Manchuria. Many 
cablegrams are being received daily 
from various organizations in China to 
the same ePfect. 

It was said by Chinese spokesmen to- 
day that should the Shantung “ con- 
versations’’’ result adversely to China's 
interests, the delegation might have to 
consider withdrawing. It was empha- 
sized there was no present intention of 
dotng so. 

Little progress was made today in the 
*‘ conversations '’ on Shantung when 
restoration to China of public properties 
in the Kiao-Chow leashold was dis- 
cussed. No decision was reached, and 
consideration of the matter is expected 
to be continued tomorrow afternoon. 

Aside from a brief announcement that 
the subject had been discussed, both 
delegations remained silent. It is under- 
stood, however, that involved in the dis- 
position of the public properties in the 
province is the question of what consti- 
tutes a public property and what public 
properties shall be included in the dis- 
cussions. 

The Chinese contend that public prop- 
erties in the leasehold Which properly 
should be restored comprise those built 
by. China prior to German poss»ssion, 
those built under the German régime 
and those which Japan has constructed 
since. They include waterworks, gus 
and electric light plants, the slaughter 
house and docks and «other harbor ‘ni- 
provements. 

How far Japan will go toward meeting 
China’s demand for the complete restor- 
ation of all these properties, regardless 
of by what nation built, no member of 
the Japanese delegation would venture to 
say tonight. 

The following statement was issued 
after the meeting between the Japanese 
and Chinese delegates: 

‘‘ The delegates met at 3 o'clock P. M., 
in the Pan-American Building, Dec. 6, 
1921, and discussed the question of 
restoration to China of the public prop- 
érties in the Territory of Kiao-Chau.

SAYS UNION ABUSES 
RAISE BUILDING (O81 


Continued -from Page 1, Column 3. 
Crowley and Norman, Mr. Untermyer 
said the committee was about to take 
up a branch of the inquiry of great im- 
portance to the building industry and 
would want to expose the rules and reg- 
ulations that make for inefficiency. 

Mr. Norman then took the stand and 
said that the Building Trades Employ- 
ers’ Association had taken up the ques- 
tion of labor inefficiency and was sys- 
tematizing its reports. He gave the re- 
sults of some of the organization’s 
labors as follows: 

A general abuse is that a foreman is 
required to be a member of the unton 
and is subject to trial and discipline 
by the union with the result that he 
does not dare to give the workers or- 
ders for fear of being called up on 
charges of ‘‘ pushing’’ his men and 
‘slave driving.’’ The foreman is sup- 
posed to be the employer’s man, but is 
powerless to. serve the former’s inter- 
ests. 

In the bricklayers’ and carpenters’ 
eunions the employer is permitted to have 
his own foreman who need not be a 
union man. 

The cement masons’ union compels the 
employer to have a foreman on every 
job even if but one man is doing the 
work. He then becomes foreman at an 
advance of $1 a day over his pay as a 
journeyman. 

Although the architects and owners of 
new buildings may be satisfied with the 
artistic appearance of panels or mantels 
aupplied to members of the Plasterers’ 
Union for setting on ceilings or walls, 
the union men refuse to put up the 
panels if they have been bought ready 
made after having been cast in an out- 
side shop. The men claim the right to 
‘“‘run’’ all panels themselves on the 
so agg that it gives their men more 
work. : 


Adds to the Cost of Building. 


After pointing out that such a regula- 
tion added greatly to the cost of build- 
ing as panels cast outside were cheaper, 
Mr. Norman of the Plasterers’ Union, 
in one case, cited two employers to 
appear before its Executive Committee 
for failure to comply with their rules. 
The employers’ association refused to 
permit the men to appear before the 
union and one of the employers was 
fined $100 for non-appearance. He had 
considerable work at the time and paid 
the fine under protest. 

Though the architects and owners may 
be satisfied with the work, the shop 
stewards of the Plasterers’ Union have 
a right to ‘‘inspect’’ the work and 
order it taken down if they are not 
satisfied with it, said Mr. Norman. 

The Plasterers’ Union threatened to 
call off its men in the case of a job 
on the Hotel Plaza, where some es- 
pecially delicate molds were to be 
placed above a door. In this case the 
moldings could not possibly have been 
**run’’ on the wall by the men, said 
the witness, and hed to be cast in a 
shop. He said the case was so txtreme 
that he took it up with John Donlin, 
Chairnmian of the Building Trades De- 
partment of the American Federation 
of Labor, who had to confer with the 
local union officials. 

A ceiling that had been ‘“ cast’’ and 
placed in position in the Hotel Ambas- 
sador had to be torn down because of 
this restriction, according to Norman. 
‘The Hotel Commodore changed its ceil- 
ing plans because of the union’s re- 
strictions. 

“By putting a scoop of plaster of 
peris in the ingredients for mantels, 
four could be made in a day,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘ The union forbade the prac- 
tice, and so only one mantel can be 
made in a day. 


Slack Work Indaced. 


“Take the bricklayers. In one case 
2 gang of men were complimented for 
laying 1,000 bricks a day. The next 
day, after the delegate spoke to them, 
they laid S00, and 700 the third day. 


The employer then told them they could 
not have their pay unless they returned 
to 1,000 a day. e next day the gan 
laid 1,000. Before the war they aid 
1,200 and 1,400 and even 1,800. 

‘The slacking and inefficiency is due 
to the fact that there is more work 
than can be done by ths men on hand, 
The result is that you can find brick- 

smoking cigars on the job. The 
loyer does not dare sack them.

‘“‘“The bricklayers do not allow the} 
employer to engage ‘laborers to wash | 
down buildings. They say that is their | 
work. There is 2 difference of $3 a 
day in the weges of a bricklayer and | 
a laborer. \ 

“The contractor who put up the 
building for The Pictorial Review on 
Seventh Avenue put paving blocks in the 
floor. Pavers got $2 or $3 a day less 
than bricklayers, but the bricklayers 
insisted on getting the job, although the 
blocks are wooden blocks. _They got the 
job, but no builder in New York has 
put in paving blocks since then. 

Sees Unionism Imperilled. 

“T am a believer in trade unionism, 
but I say that the destruction of tinion- 
ism in this country will come if the 
unions continue to bar out men and at | 
the same time insist on the employer | 
hiring none put union men. If the doors | 
are thrown open to membership the | 


situation will right itself. 
“The hoisting engineers have closed | 


their books for some time to new appli- | 
cants. All their mémbers are over 50 , 
years of age and no attempt is made to | 
get new members. | 

‘* When the alterations to a building | 
are to cost more than $5,000 an engineer | 
is required to run the house elevator. 
That is unnecessary and expensive. 

Joseph E. Donohue, delegate of the | 
Portable Hoisting Engineers’ Union, was 
examined and said that the membership | 
of the union at the present time is 326, 
that ten years ago the membership was 
between 300 and 350. He admitted that | 
as building requirements increased the | 
membership of his union decreased 
slightly. He denied that the union had | 
not taken new members in years and | 
declared that in the last year and a | 
half the union had added from twenty- | 
five to fifty to its membership list. The 
hoisting engineers are paid $10 a day. 
He was excused until today to bring 
‘the membership books of the union to | 
the committee. 

Donohue was followed by Treasurer: | 
Lawlor of Inside Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union 3, who had been excused 
until he could bring the bank book on 
the Harriman National Bank and other 
documents. Questioned concerning the 
326,000 alleged to be missing from the 
union funds, Lawlor intimated that he 
had not been ‘stopped from paying 
legitimate bDillse’’ He said he paid 
*1.700 to Mr. McNulty, counsel to the 
union; telephone bill, salaries to officers 
and clerks and other bills. 

Mr. Untermyer was unable to pin him 
down as to the total amount of the 
oilis, but he thought it may not have 
been more than $5,000. He insisted that 
Hogan had given him the money to pay 
the bills and that whatever was left over 
had been put into the safe at the union’s 
headquarters. The bank book showed 
10 deposits for the last eleven days. - 


Refused Money From Hogan. 


Lawlor was asked why he had not 
made his usual deposits in the bank. 
Last Friday, he answered. Hogan had 
tendered him some money but he re- 
fused it, saying, ‘‘ I don’t want any more 
money until this thing got through.’’ 
He admitted that ‘‘ this thing’’ meant 
the Lockwood committee’s inquiry into 


his union, to which he had been sub- 
poenaed. 

‘*Has Hogan paid back the $26,000 
we uncovered? ’’ asked Mr. Untermyer. 

“J think he has,’’ replied Lawlor. 

Questioned further, he said he did not 
‘now whether Hogan paid it to him or 
not.

Crowley said it was ‘“‘ bad policy ”’ 
for the plumbers to give Chapman back 
his position, but explained that Chap- 
man, who is free pending trial on a 
felony indictment, had to get some 
money to advance on his bail bond and 
could not do' it on journeyman’s wages. 
in addition he had a sick wife and a 
family to support.

The suggestions as to the tariff and 
granting authority to the Executive to 


oo schedules when necessary to 
neet changing conditions also were 
‘much discussed, and among Republicans 
Nvere, as a rule, received favorably. The 
reo for the relief of the starv- 
ing people in Russia and for the im- 
rovement of agricultural conditions, 

nd the references to the necessity of 
keeping capital and labor within bounds 


met practically unanimous approval on 


both sides of the chamber. 

» Comments of Senators follow: 

. Senator Poindexter, Republican, Wash- 
§Ington—The suggestions as to labor leg- 

slation are very sound in principle. I 
@gree that a strike, especialjy in trans- 
portation, is just as destructive as upen 
warfare. It ought to be controlled by 
the public within reasonable limits, just 
@s you would control a man who gets 
out in the street with pistols to settle 
his grievanceg by force. 

Senator Frelinghuysen, Republican, 
Kew Jersey—I am not prepared to ac- 
cept the President’s suggestion on the 
tariff without giving the matter fucther 
thought.

Senator Capper, Republican, Kansas— 
1 was more particularly impressed with 
his very strong statement as to agricul- 


tural conditions. I was especially pleared 
with his hearty approval of the co-op- 
erutive movement. 1 thought that a very 
timely recommendation on his part, and 
I believe it means the success of -oqur Co- 
operative Marketing bill. I did not take 
what he said in reference to party re- 
Bponsibility as a direct criticism of the

Mr. Speaker and Members of the Con- 
gress: 

It is a very gratifying privilege to 
come to the Congress with the Republic 
at peace with all the nations of the 
world. More, it is equally gratifying to 
report that our country is not unly 
free from every impending menace of 
war, but there are growing assurances 
of the permanency of the peace which 
we so deeply cherish. 

For approximately ten years we have 
dwelt amid menaces of war or as par- 
ticipants in war’s actualities, and the 
inevitable aftermath, with its dis- 
ordered conditions, has added to the 
difficulties of government, which ade- 
quately cannot be appraised except by 
those who are in immediate contact 
and know the responsibilities. Our 
tasks would be less difficult if we had 
only ourselves to consider, but s0 much 
of the world was involved, the dis- 
ordered conditions are so well-nigh 
universal, even among nations not 
engaged in actual warfare, that no per- 
manent readjustments can be effected 
without consideration of our inescapa- 
ble relationship to world affairs in 
finance and trade. Indeed, we should 
be unworthy of our best traditions if 
we were unmindful of social, moral and 
political conditions which are not of 
diréct concern to us, but which do 
appeal to the human sympathies and 
the very becoming interest of a people 
blessed with our national good fortune. 

It is not my purpose to bring to you 
& program of world restoration. In 
the main such @ program must be 
worked out by the nations most di- 
rectly concerned. They must them- 
selves turn to the heroic remedies for 
the menacing conditions under which 
they are struggling; then we can help 
and we mean to help. We shall do so 
unselfishly, because there is compénsa- 


tion in the consciousness of assisting, 


selfishly because the commerce and 
international exchanges in trade which 
marked our high tide of fortunate ad- 
vancement are possible only when the 
nations of all continents are restored to 
stable order and normal relationship. 

In the main the contribution of this 
Republic to restored normalcy in the 
world must come through the initiative 
of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, but the best of intentions and 
most carefully considered 
would fail utterly if the sanction and 
the co-operation of Congress were not 
cheerfully accorded. 


Wants Co-operation Restored. 


I am very sure we shall have no 
conflict of opinion about constitutional 
duties or authority. During the anxie- 
ties of war, when necessity seemed 
compelling, there were excessive grants 
of authority and an extraordinary con- 
centration of powers in the Chief 
Ixecutive The repeal of wartime 
legislation and the automatic expira- 
tions. which attended the peace procla- 
mations have put an end ta these emer- 
gency excesses, but I have the wish to 
go further than .that. I want to join 
you in restoring, in the most cordial 
way, the spirit of co-ordination and 
co-gperation, and that mutuality of 
confidence and respect which is neces- 
sary in representative popular govern- 
ment. 

En¢roachment upon the functions of 
Congress or attempted dictation of its 
policy are not to be thought of, much 
less attempted, but there is an insistent 
call for harmony of purpose and con- 
cord of action to speed the solution of 
the difficult problems confronting both 
the legislative and executive branches 
of the Government. 

It is worth while to make allusion 
here to the character of our Govern- 
ment, mindful as one must be that an 
address to you is no less a message to 
all our people, for whom you speak 
most intimately. Ours is a popular 
Government through political parties. 
We divide along political lines, and I 
would ever have itso. Ido not mean that 
partisan preferences should hinder any 
public servant in the performance of a 
conscientious and patriotic official 
duty. We saw partisan lines utterly 
cbliterated when war qimperiled, and 
our faith in the Republic was riveted 
anew. We ought not to find thege 
partisan lines obstructing the expedi- 
tious solution of the urgent problems 
of peace. 

Granting that we are fundamentally 
& representative popular Government; 
with political parties the governing 
agencies, I believe the political party 
in power should assume responsibility, 
determine upon policies in the confer- 
ence which supplements conventions 
and election campaigns and then strive 
for achievement through adherence to 
the accepted policy. 

There is vastly greater security, im- 
mensely more of the national view- 
point, much larger and prompter ac- 
complishment, where our divisions are 
along party lines, in the broad and 
loftier sense, than to divide geograph- 
ically, or according to pursuits or per- 
sonal following. For a-century and 
a third parties have been charged with 
responsibility and hela to strict ac- 
counting. When they fail they are 
relieved of authority, ahd the’ stysem 
has brought you to a national emi- 
nence no less than a world example. 

Necessarily legislation is a matter of 
compromise. The full ideal is seldom 
attained. In that meeting of minds 
necessary to insure results there must 
and will be accommodations and 
compromises, but in the estimate of 
convictions and sincere purposes the 
supreme responsibility to national in- 
terest must not be ignored. The shield 
to the high-minded public servant who 
adheres to party policy is manifest, 
put the high purpose is the good of 
the Republic as a whole.

It would suggest insincerity if 
I expressed complete accord with every 
expression recorded in your roll calls, 
but we are all agreed about the dif- 
ficulties and the inevitable divergence 
of opinion in seeking the reduction, 
amelioration and readjustment of the 
burdens of taxation. 

Later on, when other problems are 
solved, I shall make some _ recom- 
mendations about renewed consider- 
ation of our tax program, but for the 
immediate time before us we must be 
content with the billion-dollar reduc- 
tion in the tax draft upon the peo- 
ple, and diminished irritations, ban- 
ished uncertainty and improved meth- 
ods of collection. By your sustainment 
of the rigid economies already inaug- 
urated, with hoped-for extension of 
these economies and added efficiencies 
in administration, I believe further 
reductions may be enacted and hinder- 
ing burdens abolished. 

In these urgent economies we shall 
be immensely assisted by the budget 
system, for which you made provision 
in the extraordinary session. The first 
budget is before you. Its preparation 
is a signal achievement, and the per- 
fection of the system, a thing im- 
possible in the few months available 
for its initial trial, will mark its 
enactment as the beginning of the 
greatest reformation in governmental 
practices since the beginning of the 
Republic. 





| Upholds Department Funding Bill. | 


| There is pending a grant of author- 
| ity to the administrative branch of 
the Government for the funding and 
settlement of our vast foreign loans 
growing out of our grant of war 
credits. With the hands of the Execu- 
tive branch held imporenz: to deal 
with these debts, we are hindering 
urgent readjustments among our debt- 


ors and accomplishing nothing for our-. 


selves. I think it is fair for the 
Congress to assume that the Executive 
branch of the Government would 
adopt no major policy in dealing with 
these matters which would conflict 
with the purpose of Congress in au- 
thorizing the loans, certainly not with- 
out asking Congressional approval, but 
there are minor problems incident to 
. prudent loan transactions and _ the 
safeguarding of our interests which 
cannot even be attempted without this 
authorization. It will be helpful to 
ourselves and will improve conditions 
among our debtors if funding and the 
settlement of defaulted Interest may 
be negotiated. 

The previous Congress, deeply con- 
cerned in behalf of our merchant ma- 
rine, in 1920 enacted the existing ship- 
ping law, désigned for the upbuilding 
of the American merchant marine. 
Among other things provided to en- 
courage our shipping on the world’s 
seas, the Executive was directed to give 
notice of the termination of all exist- 
ing commercial treaties, in order to ad- 
mit of reduced duties on imports car- 
ried in American bottoms. During the 
life of the act no Executive has com- 
plied with this order of the Congress. 

When the present Administration 
came into responsibility it began an 
early inquiry into the failure to exe- 
cute the expressed purpose of the 
Jones act. Only One conclusion has 
been possible. Frankly, members of 
House and Senate, eager as 1 am to 
join you in the making of an Amer- 
ican merchant marine comménsurate 
with our commerce, the denounce- 
ment of our commercial treaties would 
involve us in a chaos of trade rela- 
tionships and add indescribably to the 
confusion of the already disordered 
commercial world. Our power to do 
so is not disputed, but power and 
ships, without comity of relationship, 
will not give us the expanded trade 
which is inseparably linked with a 
great merchant marine. Moreover, 
the applied reduction of duty, for 
which the treaty denouncements were 
necessary, encouraged only the carry- 
ing of dutiable imports to our shores. 
while the tonnage which unfurls the 
flag on the seas is both free and duti- 
able, and the cargoes which make a 
nation eminent in trade are outgoing 
rather than incoming. 7 








Won't Denounce Treaties. 


It is not my thought to lay the prob- 
lem in detail before you today. It is 
desired only to say to you 
executive branch of the Government, 
uninfluenced by the protest of any na- 
tion, for none has been made, is well 
convinced that your proposal, highly 
intended and heartily supported here, 
is so fraught with difficulties and so 
marked by tendencies to discourage 
trade expansion that I invite your tol- 
erance of non-compliance for a very 
few weeks, until a plan may be pre- 
sented which contemplates no greater 
draft upon the public Treasury, and 
which, though yet too crude to offer 
it today, gives such promise of ex- 
panding our merchant marine that it 
will argue its own approval. It is 
enough to say today that we are so 
possessed of ships, and the American 
intention to establish a merchant ma- 
rine is so unalterable, that a plan of 
feimbursement, at no other cost than 
is contemplated in the existing act, 
will appeal to the pride and encourage 
the hope of all the American people. 

There is before you the completion 
of the enactment of what has been 
termed a ‘‘ permanent’’ tariff law, 
the word ‘‘ permanent ”’ being used to 
distinguish it from the emtrgency act 
which the Congress expedited early in 
the extraordinary session and which 
is the law today. I cannot too strong- 
ly urge an early completion of this 
necessary legislation. It is needed to 
stabilize our industry at home; it is 
essential to make more definite our 
trade relations abroad. More, it is 
vital to the preservation of many of 
our own industries, which contribute 
so notably to the very lifeblood of 
our nation. 

There is now, and there always will 
be, a story of conflicting opinion 
about any tariff revision. « We cannot 
go far wrong when we base our tar- 
iffs on the policy of preserving the 
productive activities which enhance 
employment and add to our national 
prosperity. 

Again comes the reminder that we 
must not be unmindful of world con- 
ditions, that peoples are struggling 
for industrial rehabilitation, and that 


that the” 





we cannot dwell in industrial and com- 
mercial exclusion and at the same time 
do\the just thing In aiding world re- 
construction and readjustment. We 
do not seek a selfish aloofness, and 
we could not profit by it were it pos- 
sible. We recognize the necessity of 
buying wherever we sell, and the per- 
manency of trade Hes in its accepta- 
ble exchanges. In our pursuit of mar- 
kets we must give as well as receive. 
We cannot sell to others who do not 
produce, nor can we buy unless we 
produce at home. Sensible of every 
obligation of humanity, commerce and 
finance, linked, as they are, in the 
present world condition, it is not to be 
argued that we need destroy ourselves 
to be helpful to others. With all my 
heart I wish restoration to the peo- 
ples blighted by the awful World War, 
but the process of restoration does 
not lie in our acceptance of Iike con- 
ditions. It were better to remain on 
firm ground, strive for ample employ- 
ment and high standards of wage at 
home, and point the way to balanced 
budgets, rigid economies and resolute, 
efficient work as the necessary renre- 
dies to cure disaster. 

Everything relating to trade among 
ourselves and among nations has been 
expanded, excessive, inflated, abnor- 
mal, and there is a madness in finance 
which no Ameriacn policy alone can 
cure. We are a creditor nation, not 
by normal processes, but inade so by 
war. It is not an unworthy sclfish- 
ness to seek to save ourselves, when 
the processes of that salvation are 
not only not denied to others, but 
commended to them. We seek to un- 
dermine for others no industry by 
which they subsist; we are obligated 
to permit the undermining of none of 
our own which make for employment 
and maintained activities. 


Asks for Flexible Tariff. 


Every contemplation, it little mat- 
ters in which direction one turns, mag- 
nifies the difficulty of tariff legisla- 
tion, but the necessity of the revision 
is magnified with it. Doubtless we are 
justified in seeking a more flexible 
policy than we have provided hereto- 
fore. I hope a way will be found to 
make for flexibility and elasticity, so 
that rates may be adjusted to meet un- 
usual and changing conditions, which 
cannot be accurately anticipated. 
There are problems incident to unfair 
practices and to exchanges’ which 
madness in money have made almost 
unsolvable. I Know of no manner in 
which to effect this flexibility other 
than the extension of the powers of 
the Tariff Commission, so that it ca 
adopt itsel? to a scientific and wholly 
just administration of the law. 

I am not unmindful of the constitu- 
tional difficulties. These can be met 
by giving authority to the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, who could proclairn additional 
dutes to meet conditions which the 
Congress may designate. 

At this point I must disavow any de- 
sire to enlarge the Executive's powers 
or add to the responsibilities of the 
office. They are already too large. 
If there were any other plan I would 
prefer it. 

The grant of authority to proclaim 
would necessarily bring the Tariff 
Commission into new and enlarged 
activities, because no Executive could 
discharge> such a duty except on the 


| information acquired and recommenda- 


tions made by this cemmission. But 
the plan is feasible, and the proper 
functioning of the board would give us 
a better administration of a defined 
policy than ever can be made possible 
by tariff duties prescribed without 
flexibility. 


American Valuation Plan. 


There is a manifest difference of 
opinion about the merits of American 
valuation. Many nations have adopted 
delivery valuation as the basis for col- 
lecting duties; that is, they take the 
cost of the imports delivered at the 
port of entry as the basis for levying 
duty. It is no radical departure, in 
view of varying conditions and the 
disordered state of money values, to 
provide for American valuation, but 
there cannot be ignored the danger of 
such a valuation, brought to the*level 
of our own production costs, making 
our tariffs prohibitive. It might do 
so in many instances where imports 
ought to be encouraged. I believe 
Congress ought to well consider the 
desirability of the only promising al- 
ternative, namely, a provision author- 
izing proclaimed American valuation, 
under prescribed conditions, on any 
given Mst of articles imported. 

In this proposed flexibility, authoriz- 
ing increases to meet conditions so 
likely to change, there should also be 
provision for decreases. A rate may 
be just today and entirely out of pro- 
portion six months from today. If 
our tariffs are to be made equitable, 
and not necessarily burden our im- 
ports and hinder our trade abroad, 
frequent adjustment will be necessary 
for years to come. Showing the im- 
possibility of modification by act of 
Congress for any one or a score of 
lines without involving a long array 
of schedules, I think we shall go a 
long way toward stabilization if there 
is recognition of the Tariff Commis- 
sion’s fitness to recommend urgent 
changes by proclamation. 

I am sure about public 
favoring the early 
eur tariff policy. There have been 
reassuring signs of a business re- 
vival from the deep slump which all 
the world has been experiencing. Our 
unemployment, which gave us deep 
concern only a few weeks ago, has 
grown encouragingly less, and new 
assurances and renewed confidence 
will attend the Congressional declara- 
tion that American industry will be 
held secure. 

Much has been said about the pro- 
tective policy for ourselves making 
it impossible for our debtors to dis- 
charge their obligations to us. This is 
a contention .not now pressing for 
decision. If we must choose between 
a people in idleness pressing for the 
payment of indebtedness, or a people 
resuming the normal ways of employ- 
ment and carrying the credit, let us 
choose the latter. Sometimes we ap- 
praise largest the human ill most vivid 
in our minds.

But a people unemployed and gaunt 
with hunger face a situation quite as 
disheartening as war, and our greater 
obligation today is to do the Govern- 
ment’s part toward resuming pro- 
ductivity and promoting fortunate and 
remunerative employment. 


Aid For American Farmers. 


Something more than tariff protec- 
tion is required by American agri- 
culture. To the farmer has come the 
earlier and the heavier burdens of 
readjustment. There is actual de- 
pression in our agricultural industry, 
while agricultural prosperity is abso- 
lutely essential to the general prosper- 
ity of the country. 

Congress has sought very earnestly 
to provide relief. It has promptly 
given such temporary relief as has 
been possible, but the call is insistent 
for the permanent solution. It is in- 
evitable that large crops lower the 
prices and short crops advance them. 
No legislation can cure that funda- 
mental law. But there must be some 
economic solution for the excessive 
variation in returns for agricultural 
production. 

It is rather shocking to be told, and 
to have the statement strongly sup- 
ported, that 9,000,000 bales of cotton 
raised on American plantations in a 
given year. will actually be worth 
more to the producers than 13,000,000 
bales would Have been. Equally shock- 
ing is the statement that 700,000,000 
bushels of wheat raised by American 
farmers would bring them more money 
than a billion bushels. Yet these are 
not exaggerated statements. In a 
world where there are tens of millions 
who need food and clothing which 
they cannot get, such a condition is 
sure to indict the social system which 
makes it possible. 

In the main the remedy lies in dis- 
tribution and marketing. Every proper 
encouragement should be given to the 
co-operative marketing: programs. 
These have proven very helpful to the 
co-operative communities in Europe. 
In Russia the co-operative community 
has become the recognized bulwark 
of law and order, and saved indi- 
vidualism from engulfment in social 
paralysis. Ultimately they will be ac- 
credited with the salvation of the 
Russian State. 

There is the appeal for this experi- 
ment. Why not try it? No one chal- 
lenges the right of the farmer to a 
larger share of the consumer’s pay 
for his product; no one can dispute 
that we cannot live without the far- 
mer. He is justified in rebelling 
against the transportation cost. Given 
a fair return for his labor, he will 
have less occasion to appeal for finan- 
cial aid; and given assurances that 
his labors shall not be in vain, we 
reassure all the people of a production 
sufficient to meet our national re- 
quirement and guard against disaster. 

The base of the pyramid of civiliza- 
tion which rests upon the soil is 
shrinking through the drift of popu- 
lation from farm to city. For a gen- 
eration we have been expressing more 
or less concern about this tendency. 
Economists have warned and statesmen 
have deplored. We thought for a time 
that modern conveniences and the 
more intimate contact would halt the 
movement, but it has gone steadily 
on. Perhaps only grim necessity will 
correct it, but we ought to find a less 
drastic remedy. 


Freight Rate Problem 


The existing scheme of adjusting 
freight rates has been favoring the 
basing points until industries are at- 
tracted to some centres and repelled 
from others. A great volume of un- 
economic and wasteful transportation 
has attended, and the cost increased 
accordingly. The grain milling and 
meat packing industries afford ample 
illustration, and the attending con- 
centration is readily apparent. The 
menaces in concentration are not lim- 
ited to the retarding influences in ag- 
riculture. Manifestly the conditions 
and terms of railway transportation 
ought not to be permitted to increase 
this undesirable tendency. We have 
a just pride in our great cities, but 
we shall find a greater pride in the na- 
tion, which has a larger distribution 
of its population into the country 
where comparatively self-sufficient 
smaller communities may blend agri- 
cultural and manufacturing interests 
helpfulness and en- 
hanced good fortune. 

Such a movement contemplates no 
destruction of things wrought, of in- 
vestments made, or wealth involved. 
It only looks to a general policy of 
transportation of distributed industry 
and of highway construction to en- 
courage the spread of our population 
and restore the proper balance between 
city and country. The problem may 
well have your earnest attention. 

It has been perhaps the proudest 
claim of our American civilization that 
in dealing with human relationships it 
has constantly moved toward such 
justice in distributing the product of 
human energy that it has improved 
continuously the economic status of 
the mass of the people. Ours has been 
a highly productive social organiza- 
tion. On the way up from the ele- 
mental stages of society we have elim- 
inated slavery and serfdom and are 
now far on the way to the elimination 
of poverty. 

Through the eradication of illiteracy 
and the diffusion of education’ man- 
kind has reached a stage where we 
may fairly say that in the United 
States equality of opportunity has 
been attained, though all are not pre- 
pared to embrace it. There is, indeed, 
a too great divergence between the 
economic conditions of the most and 
the least favored classes in the com- 
munity. But even that divergence 
has now come to the point where we 
bracket the very poor and the very 
rich together as the least fortunate 
classes. Our efforts may well be di- 
rected to improving the status of 
both. 

While this set of problems is com- 


| are now being made on the royalty 


monly comprehended under the general 
phrase ‘‘ capital and labor,’’ it is real- 
ly vastly broader. It is a question of 
social and economic organization. La- 
bor has become a large contributor, 
through its ‘savings, to the stock of 
capital;: while the people who own the 
largest individual aggregates of cap- 
ital are themselves often hard and 
earnest laborers. Very often it is ex- 
tremely difficult to draw the line of 
demarkation between the two groups; 
to determine whether a particular in- 
dividual {s entitled to be set down as 
laborer or as capitalist. In a very 
large proportion of cases he is both, 
and when he is both he is the most 
useful citizen. 


Labor's Right to Organize. 


The right of labor to organize is just 
as fundamental and necessary as is 
the right of capital to organize. The 
right of labor to negotiate, to deal with 
and solve its particular problems in 
an organized way, through its chosen 
agents, is just as essential as is the 
right of capital to organize, to main- 
tain corporations, to limit the Mabili- 
ties of stockholders. Indeed, we have 
come to recognize that the limited 
liability of the citizen as a member 
of a labor organization closely par- 
allels the limitation of Iability of the 
citizen as a stockholder in a corpora- 
tion for profit. Along this line of 
| reasoning we shall make the greatest 
| progress toward solution of our prob- 
| lem of capital and labor. 
| In the case of the corporation which 
| enjoys the privilege of limited liability 
of stockholders, particularly when en- 
| gaged in the public service, it is rec- 
| ognized that the outside public has a 
| large concern which must be protect- 

ed; and so we provide regulations, re- 
strictions, and in some cases detailed 
supervision. Likewise, in the case of 
labor organizations, we might well ap- 
ply similar and equally well defined 
principles of regulation and supervis- 
fon in order to conserve the public’s 
interests as affected by their opera- 
tions. 
| Just as it {fs not desirable that a 
| corporation shall be allowed to impose 
undue exactions upon the public, so 
it is not desirable “hat a labor organ- 
ization shall be per.nitted to exact un- 
fair terms of employment or subject 
the public to actual distresses in order 
to enforce its terms. 

Finally, just as we are earnestly 
seeking for procedures whereby to ad- 
just and settle political differences be- 
tween nations without resort to war, 
so we may well look about for means 
to settle the differences between or- 
ganized capital and organized labor 
without resort to those forms of war- 
fare which we recognize under the 
name of strikes, lockouts, boycotts 
and the like. 

As we have great bodies of law care- 
fully regulating the organization. and 
operations of industrial and financial 
corporations, as we have treaties and 
compacts among nations which look to 
the settlement of differences without 
the necessity of conflict in arms, so 
we might well have plans of confer- 
ence, of common counsel, of media- 
tion, arbitration and judicial deter- 
mination in controversies between la- 
bor and capital. To accomplish this 
would involve the necessity to develop 
a thoroughgoing code of practice in 
dealing with such affairs. It might be 
well to frankly set forth the superior 
interest of the community as a whole 
to either the labor group or the capital 
group. With rights, privileges of im- 
munities and modes of organization 
thus carefully defined, it should be 
possible to set up judicial or quasi 
judicial tribunals for the consideration 
and determination of all disputes which 
menace the public welfare. 

In an industrial society such as ours, 
the strike, the lockout and the boy- 
cott are as much out of place and as 
disastrous in their results as is war or 
armed revolution in the domain of 
politics. The same disposition to rea- 
sonableness, to conciliation, to recog- 
nition of the other side's point of view, 
the same provision of fair and recog- 
nized tribunals and processes ought to 
make it possible to solve the one set 
of queStions as easily as the other. I 
believe the solution is possible. 

The consideration of such a policy 
would necessitate the exercise of care 
and deliberation in the construction of 
a code and a charter of elemental 
rights, dealing with the relations of 
employer and employe. This founda- 
tion in the law, dealing with the mod- 
ern conditions of social and economic 
life, wo'lu nuastes the building of the 
temple of peace in industry which a 
rejoicing nation would acclaim. 











Homes for Returned Soldiers. 


After each war, until the last, the 
Government has been enabled to give 
homes to its returned soldiers, and a 
large part of our settlement and de- 
velopment has attended this generous 
provision of land for the nation’s de- 
fenders. 

There is yet unreserved approximate- 
ly 200,000,000 acres in the public do- 
main, 20,000,000 acres of which are 
known to be susceptible of reclama- 
tion and made fit for homes by pro- 
vision for irrigation. 

The Government has been assisting 
in the development of its remaining 
lands, until the estimated increase in 
land values in the irrigated sections is 
fully $500,000,000, and the crops of 
1920 alone on these lands are esti- 
mated to exceed $100,000,000. Under 
the law authorizing these expendi- 

. tures for development, ‘the advances 
are to be returned, and it would be 
good business for the, Government to 
provide for the reclamation of the re- 
maining 20,000,000 acres, in addition to 
expediting the completion of projects 
long under way. 

Under what is known as the coal 
and gas lease law, applicable also to 
deposits of phosphates and other 
minerals on the public domain, leases 


basis and are producing large reve- 
nues to the Government. Under this 
legislation, ten per centum of all 
royalties is to be paid directly to the 
Federal Treasury and of the re- 
mainder 50 per centum is to be used 
for reclamation of arid lands by irri- 
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gation, and 40 per centum is to be 
paid to the States in which the opera- 
tions are located, to be used by them 
for school and road purposes. 

These resources are so vast and the 
development is affording so reliable a 
basis of estimate that the Interior 
Department expresses the belief that 
ultimately the present law will add in 
royalties and payments to the Treasu- 
ries of the Federal Government and 
the States containing these public 
lands a total of $12,000,000,000. 
This means, of course, an added 
wealth of many times that sum 
These prospects seem to afford every 
justification of Government advances 
in reclamation and irrigation. 

Contemplating the inevitable and 
desirable increase of population, there 
ts another phase of reclamation full 
worthy of conmSideration. There are 
79,000,000 acres of swamp and cut- 
over lands which may be reclaimed 
and made as valuable as any farm 
lands we possess. These acres are 
largely located in Southern States. 
and the greater proportion is owned 
by the States or by private citizens. 
Congress has a report of the survey 
of this field for reclamation and the 
feasibility is established. I gladly 
commend Federal aid, by way of ad- 
vances, where State and private par- 
ticipation is assured. 

Home making is one of the greater 
benefits which Government can be- 
Stow. Measures are pending embody- 
ing this sound policy to which we may 
well adhere. It possible to 
make available permanent homes 
which will provide, in turn, for pros- 
perous American families without 
jurious competition with 
activities or imposition 
already acquired. 


Aid for Starving Abroad. 
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While we are thinking of promoting 


the fortunes of our own people I am 


sure there is room in the sympathetice 


thought of America for fellow human 
beings who are suffering and dying 
of starvation in Russia. A _ severe 
drought in the valley of the Volga has 
plunged 15,000,000 people into griev- 
ous famine. Our voluntary agencies 
are exerting themselves to the utmost 
to save the lives of children in this 
area, but it is now evident that unless 
relief is afforded the loss of life will 
extend into many millions. America 
cannot be deaf to such a call as that. 

We do not recognize the Government 
of Russia nor tolerate the propaganda 
which cmanates therefrom, but we do 
not forget the traditions of Russian 
friendship. We may put aside our 
consideration of all international poli- 
tics and fundamental differences in 
government. The big thing is the call 
of the suffering and the dying. Un- 
reservedly | recommend the appropria- 
tion necessary to supply the American 
relfef administration with 10,000,000 
bushels of corn and 1,000,000 bushels of 
seed grains, not alone to halt the wave 
of death through starvation, but te 
enable Spring planting in areas where 
the seed grains have been exhausted 
temporarily to stem starvation. 

The American relief administration 
is directed in Russia by former offi- 
cers of our own armies, and has fully 
demonstrated its ability to transport 
and distribute relief through American 
hands without hindrance or loss. The 
time has come to add the Govern- 
ment’s support to the wonderful relief 
already wrought out of the generosity 
of the American private purse. 

I am not unaware that we have suf- 
fering and privation at home. When it 
exceeds the capacity for the relief 
within the States concerned, it will 
have Federal consideration. It seems 
to me we should be indifferent to our 
own heart promptings, and out of ac- 
cord with the spirit which acclaims 
the Christmastide, if we do not give 
out of our national abundance to 
lighten this burden of woe upon a 
people blameless and helpless in 
famine’s peril. 


To End Non-Taxable Bonds. 


There are a full score of topics con- 
cerning which it would be becoming to 
address you and on which I hope to 
make report at a later time. I have 
alluded to the things requiring your 
earlier attention. However, I cannot 
end this limited address without a sug- 
gested amendment to the organic law. 

Many of us belong to that school of 
thought which is hesitant about alter- 
ing the fundamental law. I think our 
tax problems, the tendency of wealth 
to seek non-taxable investment and 
the menacing increase of public debt, 
Federal, State and municipal, all just- 
ify a proposal to change the Constitu- 
tion so as to end the issue of non- 
taxable bonds. No action can change 
the status of the many billions out- 
standing, but we can guard against 
future encouragement of capital's 
paralysis, while a halt in the growth 
of public indebtedness would be bene- 
ficial throughout our whole land. 

Such a change in the Constitution 
must be very thoroughly considered 
before submission. There ought to be 
known what influence it will have on 
the inevitable refunding of our vast 
national debt, how it will operate on 
the necessary refunding of State and 
municipal debt, how the advantages of 
nation over State and municipal, or 
the contrary, may be avoided. Clear- 
ly the States would not ratify to their 
own apparent disadvantage. I sug- 
gest the consideration because the 
drift of wealth into non-taxable secur- 
ities is hindering the flow of large 
capital to our industries, manufactur- 
ing, agricultural and carrying, until 
we are discouraging the very activities 
which make our wealth. 

Agreeable to your expressed desire, 
and in complete accord with the pur- 
poses of the executive branch of the 
Government, there is in Washington, 
as you happily know, an international 
conference now most earnestly at 
work on plans for the limitation of 
armament, a naval holiday, and the 
just settlement of problems which 
might devclop into causes of interna- 
tional disagreement. 

It is easy to believe a world hope is 
centred on this capital city. A most 
gratifying world accomplishment is 
not improbable.

“The exactions of corporations are for 
private profit; the demand of the work- 
ers for higher wages and better condi- 
tions is an aspiration for better things, 
for a better day, and who is he who 
would attempt to curb the aspirations 
of the great mass of the people? Higher 
aspirations of the masses makes for hu- 
man progress, industrially, economi- 
cally, politically and socially; and be it 
remembered that ‘labor organizations’ 
do not demand or exact any conditions 
of employment for themselves, but for 
the workers who are in and those who 
are outside the pale of ‘labor organi- 
zations.’ 

*“*It is quite evident that the President 
has in mind the establishment of a court 
or corfrts to determine the conditions 
and wages of the working people, and 
evidently with the aim that those courts 
can and will prevent strikes and lock- 
outs. Surely the experience of such 
courts in the Australasian countries, 
surely the experience with such a court 
in the State of Kansas, should have a 
lesson for us. ln New Zealand and in 
}other Australasian countries they have 
gone through the ‘experience of more 
than twenty years, and their utter fail- 
ure has not only. been recognized there, 
but they have been abandoned. Every

Wires President That Remed y

A demand for a tariff to protect in- 
dustrial workers against an influx of 
foreign products was made of President 
Harding yesterday in a telegram sent by 
James P. Holland, President of the New 
York State Federation of Labor; Wil-

“ The workers of our country will read 
with interest your recommendations to 
Congress,” said the telegram. * Four 
unemployment conferences may have 
brought some degree of help and assist- 
ance to unskilled tradesmen, but we 
can assure you it was of little benefit 
to those who have spent years in lea 
ing trades at which they could earn a 
livelihood and maintain the American 
standards of living. : 

“There. is one remedy which lays 
within the power of your Administration 
to apply and which will provide em- 
ployment for thousands of skilled work- 
ers—demand of Congress that they au 
a tariff law which will give to American 
workers an opportunity, now denied 
them, of competing with the products 
of foreign workers which the country 
has been flooded with during the last 
few years.’” ; . 

A resolution advocating a protective 
tariff adopted at the Buffalo convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
was included in the telegram, which 
continued: 

‘* Any person familiar with what 
going on will admit that our country 
has been flooded with cheaply made for- 
eign goods, throwing thousands of 
American workers out of employment. 
The importation of foreign made goods 
has increased 200 to 300 per cent., the 
result of which is that thousands of 
American workers, many of whom 
bared their breasts in the last war, 
have becn walking the streets for 
months.

Since Childhood by Stretching 
Ligaments Without Cutting. 


IS SWAMPED WITH APPEALS 


Cripples Desiring Examination at 
Department of Health Clinics Muet 
Register, Says Copeland. 


Dr, Adolf Lorenz performed a bloodless | 
operation at St. Mark’s Hospital, 277 | 
Second Avenue, yesterday morning on; 
Marion De Roy, 15 years old, a daughter | 
of Dr. M, H. De Roy of Pittsburgh. He 
was assisted by Dr. Dexter D. Ashley of | 
St. Mark’s staff. Only a few spectators 
were present, the operation having been 
decided upon hurriedly. The girl’s father 
witnessed the operation. 

The girl had been suffering from a 
deformity of both knees since childhood. 
The treatment given her by Dr. Lorenz 
was called technically ‘‘ intra-articular 
redressment,’’ or, in plain English, 
straightening the knee joints by stretch- 
ing the ligaments without cutting. The 
operation took twenty minutes. At the 
end of that time the surgeon said the 
abnormal condition had been corrected. 
He encased the knees in plaster casts, 
which will remain on for three months, 
In order to prevent the deformity re- 
curring, it will be necessary to give the 
child thorough after-treatment. 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Lorenz exam- 
ined ten private patients in the office of 
Dr. Ashley at 346 Lexington Avenue, ten 
being the maximum number he ean see 
in one day because of the condition of 
his health and strength. Several of his 
private patients were from out of town. 
Many cripples continue to come to New 
York and thousands write letters, trying 
to see him privately or at clinics, al- 


though he emphasizes that many do so 
whom he cannot help. 

Dr. Lorenz will be at a clinic at the | 
Department of Health Building at 505 | 
Pearl Street at 10 o’clock this morning, 
and will give private examinations 
again this afierncon in Dr. Ashley's 
| office. Dr. Royal S. Copeland, Heaith 
& ommissioner, announced that the clinic 
this morning would be for those who 
already have made appointments to be 
examined. No one will be admitted 
except those who have registered. 

Cripples who desire to register for 
examinations at possible future clinics

Dr. Copeland emphasized that no 
fercnitie paralysis cases would be ex- 
amined by Dr. Lorenz.

esteem.’’ In it he attempts to prove that 
wars—he does not go quite so far as to 
say all wars—are due to what he means 
by this phrase, and he does come fairly 
near to doing it in regard to some wars, 
including the great war. 

His theory is that we all in our hearts 
think ourselves rather remarkable per- 
sons in one way or another, or in sev- 
eral, and that we all have a more or 
less eager hunger for praise. This desire 
and this opinion civilization makes us

| suppress as regards ourselves, individu- 


ally, and there is nobody whom we de- 
test more than the person who does not 
suppress them—the openly conceited per- 
son, that is. But the suppression of an 
impulse is not its destruction, and, as 
the newer psychologists so well know, 
the impulse to which direct manifesta- 
tion is denied seeks and finds an indirect 
or disguised manifestaton. 


Our self-esteem, according to this 
author, gets its denied satisfaction from 
the kind of patriotism which proclaims 
that the nation to which we belong is 
the finest, the bravest, the noblest, the 
most efficient, in the world, and this 
we can say, not only without suffering 
derision from our neighbors, but by it 
we earn their commendation, partly be- 
cause they, too, are getting and enjoy- 
ing a reflected glory in the same way. 
Curiously enough, we can see the fallacy 
of these claims when they are made by 
other peoples—the Germans, for in- 
stance, in 1914 and later—and their 
boasting of national and racial superiori- 
tiles at the expense of ourselves strikes 
us as just as offensive and ill-mannered 
as does the like boasting of personal 
superiorities by one of our acquain- 
tances. 

Each people criticises all the others for 
the fault common to them all, and none 
of them learns anything from this fact, 
but goes on pooling its self-esteem.

ism is all wrong, 
though his article apparently leads in 
that direction. He avoids that danger- 
ous condemnation of a recognized virtue 
by declaring that with the elimination 
from it of self, patriotism would be all 
right, and he’asserts that the elimination 
can be effected, and must be if human 
beings are not to go on fighting each 
other till the end of time. : 

Just what we are to do is not made 
clear, but it will be by putting our self- 
esteem and our love of praise to a good 
use instead of a bad one—"‘ sublimating ”’ 
them, as the modern psychologists say. 
For suppression must come expression 
and satisfaction, and instead of a dis- 
guised conceit it must be in the way of 
doing things of advantage to the world, 
not disadvantageous to it. 

That sounds well, but it is rather 
vague, as Mr. CLUTTON-Brock himself ad- 
mits, and he says it is for others to fol- 
low out the suggestions he has made and 
attack war from its psychological end. 

Relevant to this discussion, possibly, 
are several passages in the speech made 
by Mr. BaLrour at the dinner of the 
English-Speaking Union. In it he at least 
enlarged the ‘‘pool’’ to include two 
countries, his and ours, and if this proc- 
ess of extension could be continued to 
cover the globe there’ might be no more 
boasting about national virtues as _ex- 
clusively possessed or possessed to an ex- 
ceptional degree. That will be easy 
enough—when the millennium comes and 
everybody earns praise by being good. 


In Sublimation 


As there are about as 
many ways of perform- 
ing the actual process of 
putting editorial articles 
on paper as there are 
editors, it.is not quite correct to say that 
it was his work as a journalist, con- 
tinued over many years,’ that explains 
why President HarDING wrote his mes- 
sage to Congress with a pencil, and that 
he did it at as nearly to a single sitting 
as he could, ‘‘ under’ the pressure of the 
eleventh hour.” 

The picture is easily enough recogniz- 
able as that of a possible newspaper 
inan, especially as to the necessity of 
submitting to frequent interruptions such 
as would drive a literary person half 
mad with rage and reduce him to com- 
plete helplessness. But the lead pencil 
never was the journalist's invariable 
tool, and of late years it has become a 
rare instead of a common one. More 
often than not, perhaps, the typewriting 
machine is used, either by the editor 
himself or by his secretary, but the art 
of fluent and correct dictation is one not 
very easily acquired, and to some it is 
far harder work than the manual effort 
required for writing with pen, pencil or 
machine. 

The President, it seems, makes with his 
pencil *‘ good copy.’’ So do many other 
newsparer men with pencil, pen or ma- 
chine, but also, alas! many of them 
make very bad copy—copy that is the de- 
spair of compositors. In that respect, 
therefore, he is commendable rather than 
typical. Perhaps he is reprehensible for 
doing at the last moment a foreseen task, 
but not many newspaper men will throw

CHINESE DEMONSTRATION. 


Why Students Protest Against the| 


Negotiations With Japan. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Press -reports in most of the daily | 
newspapers convey the impression that | 
the recent Chinese demonstrations in | 
Washington over the direct negotiations | 
between China and Japan were staged |} 
by irresponsible students, As a special | 
delegate of the Chinese Students’ Com- 
mittee-on Washington Conference, which 
represents the 2,000 Chinese students in 
America, and as an active participant 
in the Washington demonstrations, I feel 
called upon to explain that these demon- 
strations were not mere student affairs, 
but assemblages of the unofficial dele- 
gates of the Chinese people—delegates 
representing every province in China. 

Among these delegates were such men 
as David Z. T. Yui, Litt. D., and 
Molin Chiang, Ph. D., delegates of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce and the 
Chinese National Educational Assocla- 
tion; S. Y. Ho, M. A., people’s delegate 
from Shantung; W. S. Chiao, M. A.. 
people’s delegate from Shansi; Lone 
Liang, M. A. (Cambridge, England), dele- 
gate of Chinese citizens in Europe; 
T. Y. Wang. representative of the Chi- 
nese Bureau, and P. C, Chang, people’s 
delegate from Chi-li Province. 

Now that I have the opportunity, I 
wish to say here that Chinese students 
in America are not immature youths; 
certainly their leaders are not. Most 
of the Chinese students in this country 
are graduates of Chinese universities, 
and many of them have held important 
positions in their provinces. They are 
here for research work, usually in the 
graduate schools of the large American 
universities, and their opinions are not { 
only respected at home, but the Chi- 
nese people look to these men for a 
true interpretation of their problem to 
the world. 

In the matter of direct negotiations 
between China and Japan, the Chinese 
people have repeatedly turned down such 
attempts by the Japanese, and they 
feel now that their cause can only be 
won in open conference. They ask for 
no special favors. They merely ask the 
opportunity to lay their problem before 
the Washington conference itself—be- 
fore the world—rather than deal directly 
with Japan. The Chinese distrust the 


‘| motives of the Japanese; their only hope 


lies in open discussion before all the: 
nations, and it is this insistent desire 
of the Chinese people that the unoffi- 
cial delegates are expressing.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 


I want to. quote here a letter to Secre-' 


tary Mellon and to clarify a few state- 
ments made therein. The letter follows: 


: ‘** New York, Nov. 17, 1921. 
‘* Hon. A. W. Meélion, Secretary of the 
Treasury, Washington, .D. C.: 

“Dear Mr. Secretary—I am __respect- 
fully ‘submitting for your consideration 
the broad outlines of a plan under which 
I believe economic, financial and’ in- 
dustrial relief could be brought to the 
United States and Enrope> 

‘Permit me to‘add that in my opin- 
ion the United States should take the 
lead in this matter. Our initiative and 
leadership would thus relieve the debtor | 
nations of an embarrassment which all 
debtors feel in proposing a settlement 
of obligations to the creditor on any 
other than a cash basis. 

“The enthusiasm displayed by the 
civilized world over the plan offered by 
this country for the reduction of naval 
armament shows how eager the United 
States is for definite policies affecting 
its immediate future. 

‘“‘The people and their business are 
suffering from an enormous tax burden, 
and they will acclaim a fixed and def- 
inite plan that may be agreed upon by | 
the international conference for the | 
limitation. of armaments as a means of 
relieving them from the stupendous load 
of taxes that is now hampering thém. 

‘The delegates of foreign nations now 
in Washington at the conference are far 
more fearful of the destructive possibili- 
ties that threaten their respective coun- 
tries through financial failure and bank- 
ruptcy than any other problem confront- 
ing them. Apparently, their co-oper- 
ation in. the effort to definitely agree 
upon armament limitation is sincere. 
They must realize that this is the first 





time that a sound and popular basis | 
has been offered. 

‘““ The war was fought by all the Al- 
lies for the good of each, and it became 
necessary for such of the allied and} 
associated powers as were able to do so 
to extend loans to each other, to the} 
end of enabling them jointly to conquer 
an enemy, to which enemy, if successful, | 
all the allied and associated nations 
would have been forced to pay an enor- | 
mous-tribute for an indefinite duration | 
of time.

NEW TURKISH MASSACRES. 


Outrages ‘Committed by the Kemal- 
ists Coming to Light. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Public attention is so centred on the 
conference in Washington that news of 
the horrors now enacting in Asia Minor 
seems to have escaped our newspapers. 
The tale was lately published in Con- 
stantinople of the hanging by Kemal’s 
forces of some seventy persons in Sam- 
soun and over a hundred in Amasia, 
nearly all of them Greeks, The names 
were given; many were leading lawyers, 
physicians and teachers of that region 
und two were teachers in Anatolia Col- 
lege, the American college in Marsovan ; 
and one Mr. Paullides the only surviving 


| Protestant pastor in that region. 


Now comes the. latest news bulletin 
of the American board confirming the 
news. The Turks are evidently carrying 
out their announced purpose of destroy- 
ing the entire non-Mohammedan popula- 
tion of Asia. Minor so far as their power 
extends. Wholesale slaughter of men, 
women and children and the deportation 
of entire village populations go on in 
the same horrible manner of the days 
when Turkey entered the war. The 
entire population of Zeitoun, a city in 
the Taurus Mountains, has been de- 
stroyed and the withdrawal of the 
French from Cilicia means for the Ar- 
menians in that region ‘ what can only 
be surmised.”’ 

‘Things are awful in the interior. 
The details of Marsovan are revolting. 
A band of 1,500 bandits, organized for 
‘doing’ the Greek villages, began out- 
side and destroyed everything. | Arriv- 
ing at Marsovan they set it on fire, 
after blackmailing all having money. 
They began a house to house visitation, 
carrying off everything. The.girls and 
women were stripped and bound in the 
street and finally mutilated and flung 
into the burning houses.’”’ 

For some forty years the world has 
from time to time been shocked by the 
wholesale butcheries the Turks have con- 
ducted in this territory. It is the land 
for which America. was asked to assume 
a mandate and for which it has been 
confidently said by men on the spot 
that the presence of two or three Amer- 
ican war vessels on thé coast of the 
Black Sea and a brigade cf American 
soldiers would have sufficed to have 
maintained the’ peace which followed 
the armistice. One hundred and ten of 
the 137 Amierican missionaries are still 
standing their ground trying to protect 
their people and the pupils in cur many 
schools at the constant peril of their 
own lives.

After having been buffeted by a ninety- 
mile gale for several hours on Monday 
and high head seas, the White Star liner 
Olympic arrived at her pier, foot of West 
Kighteenth Street yesterday afternoon, 
and landed 520 first cabin passengers. 
United States citizens among the 383 
second cabin passengers were permitted 
to land. ‘The aliens were detained on 
board for the night and will be examined 
today. The 327 third class passengers 
will be sent to Ellis Island this after- 
noon. The Olympic brought 5,000 sacks 
of mail and $1,200,000 in specie for the 
New York banks. 

Commodore Sir Bertram Hayes said 
the liner averaged 21.6 knots for the 
voyage from Cherbourg and would have 
docked in the forenoon if it had not been 
for the gale on Monday. When the pas- 
sengers went to breakfast that day 
there was no wind and the sea was 
smooth. In less than an hour the glass 
dropped an inch and the ninety-mile 
gale , ssarted in the east. It went 
around to north-northwest. where it re- 
mained until its foree was expended. A 
slight list to port was the only effect 
the gale had on the liner. 

J. P. Morgan returned on the Olympic 
from annual trip to France and 
England, accompanied by Mrs. Morgan. 
He said he had enjoyed his holiday 
greatly. He went to Scotiand for grouse 
shooting and attended to some busi- 
ness matters in London and Paris, but, 
as usual, he declined to comment on 
conditions abroad or in the United 
States.

More Than 15,000 Amateurs Will 
Try to Communicate With Europe. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 6.—Amateur 
wireless stations in each State and in 
practically every city of the country are 
ready today for the first extensive 
transatlantic wireless tests ever planned. 
These will begin tomorrow at 7 P. 
M., Eastern standard time, and close 
Dec. 16. 

In all, between 15,000 and 20,000 sta- 
tions will transmit during the tests, 
which will be under the auspices of the 
American Radio Relay League. It is 
estimated that more than 100,000 sta- 
tions will ‘listen in.’’ 

To date there is no authentic record 
of an amateur station having been 
heard across the ocean, but it is pre- 
dicted by Major E. H. Armstrong, for- 
mer chief of the United States Army 
Radio ~Research Division, who is co- 
operating with the amateurs in the 
tests, that fully twelve stations will be 
heard on the other side. 

Hiram . Percy Maxim of Hartford, 
Conn., President of the Radio League, 
believes that if the experiment is suc- 
cessful it will mean that amateur com- 
munication between this country ana 
Europe will become a matter of every- 
day occurrence, and that the non-com- 
mercial operator In any part of this 
country or Canada can forward mes- 
sages- to friends across the ocean at 
wil.

War Was Long Prominent in 
New York National Guard. 


Colonel William Carey Sanger, who 
was Assistant Secretary of War from 
1901 to 1903, died yesterday in this city 
after a brief illness with pneumonia. 
He was well known in military affairs 
and during recent years lived most of 
is time in Washington, where he was 
connected with the American Red Cross. 

Colonel Sanger was born in Brooklyn, 
May 21, 1853, the son of Henry and Mary 
I. Requa Sanger. He was educated at 
Polytechnic institute, Brooklyn, and 
Harvard College, receiving his degree 
A. B. from the college in 1874. He was 
made an LL B. by Columbia University 
in 1878 and LL. D. from Hamilton Col- 
lege in 1902. Colonel Sanger was a 
member of the New York State As- 
sembly from 1895 to 1897. 

In the Spanish-American war he 
served as Lieutenant Colonel of the 
203d New York Infantry. He was ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary of War in 
1901. He was for some time a member 
of the Second Brigade staff of the Na- 
tional Guard in Brooklyn under General 
James McLeer, with the rank of Major. 

Colonel Sanger was President af the 
United States delegation to the Interna- 
tional Conference at Geneva in 1906 to 
revise the treaty of 1864. He was dele- 
gate from this country to the Interna-

in 1907. He was Chairman of the Na- 
tional Guard Commission appginted by 
Governor Hughes in 1907 and a member 
of the State Lunacy Commission in 1910 
and President of the State Hospital 
Commission the following year.

General Pershing has already ordered 
the establishment here of the Army Mu- 
sic School, and Walter Damrosch, con- 
ductor of the New York Symphony Or- 
chestra, has pledged him assistance in 
the work of organization.

Survey Shows 96,000 Plants 
Could Benefit by Central- 
ized Electric System. 


ENGINEERS GET DETAILS 


Region Between Boston and 
Washington and 150 Miles In- 
fand From Seaboard Included. 


BIG RETURN FOR CAPITAL

Proposed Stations 
Would Enable Electrification of 
19,000 Miles of Railroad. 


Super-Power 


The development of a superpowed sys- 
tem for the region between Boston and 
Washington, to save producers and con- 
sumers of electric power more than $510,- 
Q90,000 a year by 1930, and to make pos- 
sible the electrification of 19,000 miles 
of railroads in the Eastern’ States, was 
discussed with growing interest yester- 
day by 2,000 members of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers at their 
annual tnecting at the Engineering So- 
cieties Building, 29 West Thirty-ninth 
Street. The project was described to 
the engineers briefly on Monday by Pro- 
fessor L. P. Breckenridge of the Depart- 
Mient of Mechanical Engineering of 
Yale. 

A report covering the possibilities of 
the undertaking was recently completed 
for the United States Geological Survey, 
through which an appropriation of $125,- 
000 was made by Congress a year ago 
for the work. The survey was made un- 
der the direction of a committee appoint- 
ed by the Engineering Council, W. 8. 
Murray, Chairman, with the assistance 
of an advisory committtee including ex- 
Perts of electric power companies, indus- 
tries, transportation systems and legal 
end financial advisers. 

The survey-of the sources of energy 
in New England and on the Atlantic 
Seaboard as far south as Washington 
Was urged upon the late Franklin K. 
Lane, Secretary of the Interior, in De- 
cember, 1918, first by President E. G. 
Buckland of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad at the instance: of 
Mr. Murray. Subsequently Secretary 
Lane asked Congress for $200,600 with 
Which to make the survey, which he 
considered urgent because of the vast 
€xpansion\of war industries. Then came 
the armistice, the curtailment of de- 
Mands for war supplies, and the !mme- 
Giate danger of a power famine was 
temporarily averated. Finaliy, however. 
the appropriation of $125,000 was made. 
+ Provides for Load Centers. 


‘The development of a superpower 
System in the Eastern States region con- 
templates the interconnection of exist- 
ing plants and Systems, to which new 
Power plants and interconnections are 
to be added. It will provide for a series 
of load centres at which power may be 
made available at lower cost than it can 
be attained under the 


present unasso- 
ciated systems. 


At these load centres, 
located where economy may dictate, 
power so made available will be co- 
ordinated with power generated at exist- 
ing electric utility plants and distributed 
to the consumers as it,is today. 

Mr. Murray explained yesterday that 
the report was compiled so that there 
might be laid before the peopie in gen- 


eral the economies that would accrue 
from tne development of this vast pro- 
ject which is rivaled perhaps, only ‘by 
the power development in prospect at 
Muscle Shoals. 

He pointed out that more than $500,- 
000,000 a year might be saved the pro- 
ducers and consumers of electric energy 
and that a profit of 33 per cent. might 
be realized on the investment in the 
undertaking. He said that all the repre- 
sentatives of industries, utilities and 
power concerns associated in the survey 
were in hearty accord in their belief in 
the feasibility of the undertaking. _Mr. 
Murray estimated that at least 50,000,- 
000 tons of coal would be saved by the 
development of the superpower system. 

In a summary of conclusions, Mr. Mur- 
ray says: 

‘* The estimated requirement for energy 
supplied through the electric utilities 
for municipal, private, industrial and 
railroad purposes in 1930 is 31,000,000,000 
kilowatt hours. This energy could be 
“supplied by a co-ordinated power sys- 
tem at an annual cost of $239,000,000 
less than by an unco-ordinated system 
such as is now in use. The total invest- 
ment in generating and transmission fa- 
cilities for the superpower system will 
Be $1,109,564,000, of which 416,346,000 
will represen. the value of existing facili- 
ties to be incorporated into the system. 


Benefit to 96,000 Plants. 


“A study of the 96,000 manufacturing 
establishments operating within the 
guperpower zone shows that ‘by 1930, 
through the maximum economical use 
of purchased electric energy, they can 
save $190,000,000 annually above the 
fixed annual charges against a capital 
‘investment of $185,000,000. 

‘““The combined capital investmert 


mecessary for the electric utilities and 
the industries as of 1930 _ therefore 
amounts to $1,294,564,000, and this total 
investment will yield annually above the 
fixed charges the sum of $42,000,000, or 
per cent. on the investment. 
‘““Within the superpower zone there 
ere 36,000 miles of railroad measured as 
single track. Of-this total about 19,000 
miles can be profitably electrified, so as 
to yield by 1930 an annual saving of 
$81,000,000 as compared with the cost of 
operation by steam. The capital expen- 
diture necessary to electrify the, 19,000 
miles would be $570,000,000,° and the 
average return upon the investment 
would therefore be.14.2 per cent. 
‘““Many of the economies incident to 
superpower operation will be effected 


| through the interconnection of existing 


plants and systems, and these economies 
should be increased as new power plants 
and interconnections are added. Certain 
eteam plants that are under considera- 
tion and others that are under construc- 
_ tion will be when completed as efficient 
as the proposed baseload aw rota

Recreation Wrong, W N. 
Polokov Tells Society 


Welfare work in some American in- 
dustries is directed along the wrong 
course because it attempts to divert the 
attention from work to recreation, said 
Walter N. Polokov, consulting engineer, 
in an address yésterday on ‘‘ Making 
work fascinating as the first step toward 
reduction of waste,’’ at the annual meet- 
ing of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers in the Engineering 
Societies Building.

‘‘ Instinctively feeling that at the bot- 
tem of many labor troubles the monot- 
ony of animal-like work is to be found, 
a large number of manufacturing con- 
cerns have adopted a policy of diverting 
the attention of workers from the short- 
comings of working conditions to the 
refreshing activities of ‘ welfare’ work. 
While a measure of success has been 
recorded in several instances, this move- 
ment is obviously directed along the 
wrong course. It attempts to divert the 
attention from work to recreation. The 
material effect of this attempt to ad- 
minister ‘ spiritual cocaine’ to help en- 
dure a painful operation was sometimes 
temporarily expedient, yet the moral ef- 
fect was decidedly degrading because of 
the silent admission that work is a 
curse, that no attention should be fixed 
on production, that there is no interest 
or satisfaction to be found in industry 
and that special reward and entertain- 
ment is to be looked for outside of one’s 


vocation. Such a practice eventually 
ruins the spirit of industry and breeds 
further demoralization.” 

A statement from Samuel Gompers, 
saying that Mr. Polokov’s paper pre- 
sented fundamentals in such a cogent 
way that labor was anxious to have his 
statement widely discussed, was made 
public at ‘the meeting. Among other 
things. Mr. Gompers said: ; 

‘‘ Higher wages mean increased oppor- 
tunities for living and shorter hours 
mean control over time, so that physical 
energy can be used with greatest effect- 
iveness. Higher wages and_ shorter 
hours mean for the wage earner oppor- 
tunity to mobilize his human ability for 
full expression. 

‘*QLabor realizes that upon manage- 
ment devolves the responsibility -of de- 
veloping the technique necessary to pro- 
vide the t thods whereby the creative 
ability we seek to conserve shall be re- 
leased through opportunity to use brain, 
skill and human power in production.”’ 

Annual savings of $315,000,000 in fuel 
costs and hauling power of locomotiv 
can be saved by the American railroads, 
said F. H. C. Coppus of Worcester, 
Mass., who recommended the adoption 
of devices for mechanically inducing 
draft for condensing the exhaust steam 
and carrying the condensate to tender, 
pumping of hot water from_ tender 
through a waste-steam boiler and under- 
grate forced draft in ashpan. 

The container car has at last been 
adopted by the New York Central Rail- 
road which hopes by this new device to 
materially reduce mail and express rob- 
beries, freight thefts, breakage, delays 
and other expensive difficulties, accord- 
ing to Walter G. Sanders of the New 
York Central engineering equipment de- 
partment. He said: 

‘“‘The container system provides that 
the portable container shall be loaded 
and locked at the shipper’s own store 
door, conveyed by motor truck to the 
railroad yard, and lifted by crane 
aboard the container car where steel 
buikheads and sides form absolute pro- 
tection against opening the container in 
transit: At the destination the locked 
container is unloaded by a crane and 
carried by motor truck directly to the 
warehouse or consignee’s door, to be un- 
loaded at his convenience.’’

Ask Increases. 





A stike of more than 1,000 maintenance 
of way employes of the, Erie Rail- 
road in the New York district against 
wage reduction, due to the letting of 
maintenance of way work to outside con- 
tractors, was imminent yesterday when 
the workers were advised by their union 
officials to remain at work pending a de- 
cision on the matter by the United States 
Railroad Labor Board. Anthony Spair, 
Chairman of the New York District 
Council of the United Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way and Railway Shop 
Employes, announced that a_ special 
meeting representing 30,000 railroad shop 
eraft workers had been called for next 
Sunday to consider the question as well 
as other wage reduction proposals of the 
railroad managers. 

Local chairmen of the shop crafts 
unions in the mechanical departments of 
the railroads announced that they had 
received instructions from their interna- 
tional officials to reply to the demand of 
the railroads for a wage reduction by 
asking for an increase of 5 cents an 
hour. Included in this classification are 
the International Association of Machin- 
ists, International Brotherhood of Black- 
smiths, Drop Forgers and Helpers of 
America, Amalgamated Sheet Metal 
Workers International Alliance, Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, and the International Brotherhood 
of Boiler Makers, Iron Ship Builders and 
Helpers of America. \.The Brotherhood 
of Railway and Steamship Clerks, 
Freight Handlers, Express and Station 
Employes will ask for a 12 per cent. in- 
crease. The United Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way employes instructed 
the chairman to use his own judgment 
as to wage increases. 

The Erie situation became acute yes- 
terday when it was announced that all 
track repairs, crossing watching and 
other maintenance work had been let to 


two contracting concerns, the Lincoln and 
the Owen Contracting companies. ‘The 
contractors, union leaders said, imme- 
diately reduced the wages of crossing 
watchmen from $2.36 to $1.96 a day, and 
track laborers were cut from $3.20 to 
$2.40 a day for eight hours work. “‘ Be- 
sides reducing wages,’ said Chairman 
Spair, ‘‘ the contractors are only giving 
our men, except crossing watchmen, 
from two to three days a week, while 
our agreement with the railroad calls for 
six-day assignments.”’ 

The letting of contract work is consid- 
ered by the shopt craft unions to be a 
violation of the transportation § act. 
‘The Erie Railroad,”’ said a union state- 
ment, ‘‘ besides letting maintenance 
work to contractors in this district, has 
also leased to the Owen Construction 
Company, a private concern, the opera- 
tion of its freight stations at Elmira, 
Birmingham and Buffalo. The road’s 
shops at Hornell, N. Y., and Marion, 
Ohio, were leased out some months ago 
to corporations manned by former offi- 
cials of the Erie. The New York Cen- 
tral has leased its repair shops at 
Toledo,. Ohio, and at Bast Buffalo to 
W. J. Connors, a Buffalo, N. Y., pub- 
lisher. The New York Central’s West 
Albany repair shows also have been 
leased.”’

Supreme Court Justice Guy refused

Mrs. Fuller, who asks liberal alimony 
on the ground that Fuller earns $1,000 
a week, said she had been married twice 
before and had a divorce from each 
husband. She asserts that she became 
Fuller’s common law wife in 1916. She 
admits that Mrs. S. Marie Downing 
Fuller did not divorce the defendant 
until 1919, when she got a decree in 
Wichita, Kan. She alleges that Fuller 
married Morva Williams at Greenwich, 
Conn., on Aug. 21, 1919, although the 
plaintiff says she was then living with 
him as his wife at the Hotel de France. ; 

She says that Fuller then induced her 
to leave town and go to Chicago by tell- 
ing her that Mrs. S. Downing Fuller 
was on her way to New York with a 
lawyer. She tells of many love letters 
written her by Fuller while she was in 
Chicago, in which he called her his 
‘* wife.”’ 

Fuller admitted writing the ‘letters, 
but said that he ‘‘ wrote those letters to 
keep her out of New York.”’

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TOP-FLOOR FIRE BURNS 
N. Y. C. FREIGHT FILES 


Guests at Ritz-Carlton Have Clear 
View of American Express 


Building Blaze. 


Attracted by the flames pouring from | 


windows and leaping high into the air, 
guests of the Ritz-Carlton Hotel had an 
unobstructed view from their rooms yes- 
terday of a fire of unknown origin on 
the top floor of the old American Ex- 
press Company building at 383 Madison 
Avenue, directly opposite the hotel. 
The antiquated brick building, which 
stands alone between Forty-sixth and 
Forty-seventh Streets on the east side 
of the avenue, furnished a spectacle to 
thousands of persons. The building is 
four stories high, the top being occupied 
by the Freight Auditing Department of 
the New York Centrai. Raiiroad. 
Firemen confined the flames to the top 
floor, where freight records on file were 
almost all destroyed. Some more recent 
records and more valuable books were 


carried down by bookkeepers and clerks 
driven out after an unsuccessful attempt 
to stop the blaze with an extinguisher. 

A few seconds after the fire broke out 
heat shattered the glass windows, at- 
tracting the attention of a chauffeur be- 
low, who notified a patrolman. When 
the entire building appeared likely to be 
consumed, a second alarm was sounded. 

Water pumped into the flaming floor 
damaged office properties in the floors 
below belonging to Louis Chevalier, en- 
gineer and contractor; Frederick W. 
Erickson and Henry M. Taylor, consult- 
ing engineers; Ye Olde Shoppe, an- 
tiques, and Cooper & Regene, tailors and 
millinery. Traffic on Madison Avenue 
was halted for almost an hour. Damage 
to the rest of the building was estimated 
at upward of $10,000.

Wilson told the Magistrate that Detec- 
tive James F. Mason of the staff. of 
Prosecutor J. Henry Harrison in New- 
ark and Constable James Bogan of 
Cedar Grove were in court with copies 
of two indictments returned by the 
Essex County, N. J., Grand Jury the 
Gay before on the statements of the 
girl and the woman. 

Emil Fuchs, counsel for MacArthur, 
requested an adjournment in the pro- 
ceedings, but when the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney said that because of the 
indictments there was nothing for the 
Magistrate to do but to hold MacAr- 
thur, the Court postponed further ac- 
tion indefinitely. At Mr. Fuchs’s re- 
quest MacArthur then wads arraigned 
before Judge Koenig by Detectives 
Corell and Barth, and the artist was 
released on a bond furnished by a surety 
company.

He was 
obviously disappointed when he learned 
that young MacArthur would not be 
piaced in his custody until extradition 
papers from New Jersey had been for- 
mally presented to the court. County 
Detective Mason said he expected the 
papers would be presented before the 
cu: of tie week. 

It developed during the day that the 
arrest of MacArthur through the activ- 
ity of Chief Watson Ryno, who, with 
Bogan, constitutes the police force of 
Cedar Grove, had brought about a feud 
with the police of Montclair, and that 
Miss Bradshaw, who is a student at the 
Montclair Normal School, and Mrs.

SEIZURE OF HIS YACHT 


Hundred Cases of Liquor in the Ves- 
sel’s Hold—Yacht 
Foreign Registry.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—Arrest of 
James Shewan, a New York shipbuilder, 


and seizure of his private yacht, Patricia, | 


were ordered today by United States 
Commissioner Silas W. Mack of Monte- 
rey, following the finding on Monday 
night of 100 cases of whisky in the ves- 
sel’s hold. The yacht is anchored in 
Monterey Bay. Shewan and a party of 
New York friends are stopping in Del 
Monte. 

The warrant for Shewan’s arrest and 
the seizure of the yacht was placed in 
the hands of United States Marshal 


James B. Holohan this afternoon. He 
left for Montefey at once to serve the 
warrant on Shewan and to seize the 
yacht. 

The liquor which has forced Shewan 
into a clash with the Federal authorities 
was found by Assistant Prohibition Di- 
rector Thomas A. Brown and Prohibition 
Agent James Doyle. 

Soon after the appearance of the dry 
agents Shewan engaged Gavin McNab of 
this city as his attorney. McNab and 
Herbert Rothchild prepared a bond of 
$100,000 for the release of the yacht. The 
bond will be sent to Monterey. The 
liquor will be held by the Federal au- 
thorities pending the disposition of the 
case in court. 

‘The Patricia, recently purchased by 
Shewan, left New York Oct. 26, with a 
‘crew of forty men and a party of guests 
and a hundred cases of liquor, which, 
Shewan says, was aboard the yacht when 
he purchased it In Scotland. He stopped 
at Bermuda and at American ports, at 
each place having the liquor sealed by 
customs officials under the prohibition 
regulations. 

‘“‘The seal was broken and the liquor 
opened outside the three-mile limit,’’ 
said McNab today, ‘‘ which was legal, as 
the Patricia is under foreign registry.’’ 

This is the first instance where a pri- 
vate yacht has been seized for illegally 
transporting liquor on the Pacific Coast.

So I con- 
fess delight in having had some hand in 
pushing back into proper submergence 
one of the-most astonishing political 
fish that ever leaped up from the Wil- 
son Sea. 

“But Mitchel also said he encom- 
passed my defeat. So also did Colonel 
House. Does Morgenthau claim single- 
handed to have slain the Tammany 
dragon? Mitchel is gone. House is an 
author like Morgenthau, boring us by 


recalling themselves in the most unin- 
teresting manner.”

hearings yesterday in the Court House, 
traced the $34,950, paid by the Kerr 
Steamship Company to obtain a revo- 
cable ;»ermit to use the pier at Thirty- 
third Street, Brooklyn, to a dead man, 
H. B. James, formerly President of the 
Interstate Lighterage Cc mpany and the 
Victory Steamship Company. There the 
trail ended, with no prospect of picking 
it up again. 

Former Senator Elon R. Brown, coun- 
sel of the committee, declared that “‘ 
told millions of blood money ” had been 
paid by the shipping interests of the 
Pert of New York for the privileg2 of 
using the city-owned piers over the 
amount paid the city. 

““Untold is right,’’ retorted Senator 
Bernard Downing, a Democratic mem- 
ber of the committee, who asserted that 
the motive for making insinuations 
against the dock administration should 
have passed with the city election. ‘* lt 
always will remain untold. You have 
not produced the slightest evidence to 
warrant your statement..’ 

Senator Brown replied$there had been 
at least $15,000,l00 wasted in these out- 
side payments for piers, and that he 
would show it before he got through. 


The Trail of the $34,950. 


The story of the payment of the $34,- 
950 by the Kerr Steamship Company 
was begun by Robert O. Scholz, Vice 
President of the Kerr Chartering Com- 
pany, a subsidiary, who said he paid 
the money in cash to Edward A. Kelly, 
assistant general manager of the Clyde 


Steamship Company and the Mallory 
Steamship Company. Mr. Scholz de- 
scribed Mr. Kelly as a friend of many 
years’ standing and that he went to him 
for help, after Mr. Kerr, President of 
the Kerr Steamship Company, told him 
that he had been unable to get the pier 
from the Dock Department and to seg 
what he could do. 

Mr. Scholz testified that Mr. Kelly told 
him the matter could: be arranged by 
the payment of the difference between 
the standard. wharfage rates and the 
market wharfage rates, calculated on 
each ship berthed at the Thirty-third 
Street pier and paid weekly. Mr. Scholz 
>sald he placed money in an envelope 
every week and handed it to Mr. Kelly. 
So far as he knew, he said, Mr. Kelly 
kept it, as he had said that this would 
be his compensation for getting the pler 
for the Kerr Steamship Company. Mr. 
/Scholz said he believed the arrangement 
was justified from the company’s view- 
point, as.it was necessary at that time 
to have this or a similar pier. The pay- 
ment of ~$34,950, Mr. Scholz_ testified, 
was. for the use of the pier during the 
period from May to October, 1919. 


Kelly Passed Money to James. 


Mr. Kelly said he did not keep the 
money, but gave it, just as he received it, 
to H. B. James, a friend whom he said he 
consulted, after Mr. Scholz had appealed 
to him. He said Mr. James suggested 


the difference in wharfage rates as com- 
pensation and that he supposed Mr. 
James kept the money, although he had 
never known Mr. James to be a broker. 

*“Who was H. B. James?’’ asked 
Senator Brown. 

‘‘He was a man more or less prom- 
inent along the waterfront,’’ replied Mr. 
Kelly. ‘‘I had known him for twenty 
years. He was President of the Inter- 
state Lighterage Company and the At- 
lantic Steamship Company and was 
connected, I believe, with some other 
companies. The money 1 received from 
Mr. Scholz L- handed to Mr. James. I 
didn’t know what was in the envelope.’’ 

Mr. Kelly said that Mr. James asked 
that payments be made in cash and that 
his name should not be known in the 
transaction. 

‘“‘He is dead now?’”’ 
Brown. 

‘‘He died either last May or June,’’ »' 
replied Mr. Kelly. 

Francis C. Rippon, statistical expert 
for the committee, testified that he had 
made a study of pier rentals and their 
relation to assessed valuation. He said 
there were only five privately owned 
piers on the Hudson River waterfront 
on Manhattan Island, which were rent- 
ed. The assessed valuation of these piers, 
he said, was $4,927.500 and the return to 
the owners $567,618, or 1144 per cent. of 
the assessed valuation, inclusive of 
taxes, and approximately 8% per cent. 
with the taxes deducted. 

Mr. Ripvon said the assessed valuation 
of the fifty-four improved and sho ?ted 
city-owned piers on the Hudson River 
waterfront was &S81,812.500 and that the 
income to the city from these plers in 
1920 was approximately $3,072 894.

“The tax rate in 1920 was 2.48, and 
this 3.68 received by the city left the city 
without the collection of any taxes what- 
ever on this property,’’ Mr. Rippon con- 
tinued, ‘‘ so that the net return over and 
above the taxes would be 1.20 per cent.” 

“And out of that would have to come 
the cost of administration, any expenses 
{ncurred by the city in work on the 
docks and any losses in the business. Is 
that true?’’ asked Senator Brown. 

‘That is eorrect, Senator,”’ said Mr. 
Rippon. 

‘“ You have made a study of docks and 
the administration of docks. Would 1,20 
per cent. pay the cost of administration, 
including those expenses? ’”’ 

‘* No, sir,’’ Mr. Rippon replied. 

““So that the city really received ‘no - 
income at all from these eighty-odd - 
lions invested in docks? ’’ 

‘‘I think that is a fair statement,” re- 
plied the witness. - 

Mr. Rippon said the lease of Pier 69 
gave the highest rent to the city of any 
of the Hudson River piers, i2.1 per cent., 
and that the lowest was Pier 81, which 
paid only 1.7 per cent. of the assessed 
valuation. 

‘*T would like to call the attention of 
the committee to a very important fact,’’ 
said Senator Brown. ‘‘ The largest -re- 
turn on a lease on the Hudson River 
yields 12.1 per cent., or more than 914 
per cent. exclusive of taxes, and that 
this is the only plier that was let by com- 
petitive bidding.’’ 


The hearing was adjourned until this 
afternoon at 2:30.

Giants’ Manager Trades Burns 
and Gonzales for Cincinnati 
Third Baseman. 


LARGE SUM IN ADDITION 


Cash Payment Involved Is Re- 
ported to Be Between $50, 000 
and $100,000. 


MAY MEAN INFIELD SHIFT 


Frisch May Return to Second Base 
as Result of Exchange—Rawilings 
Likely to Be Retained.

BUFFALO, Dec. 6.—A baseball deal in 
which two of the leading players in the 
game today changed clubs—besides in- 
volving a player of lesser value and an 
outlay of considerable money—was com- 
pleted here today. The New York Giants 
and the Cincinnati Reds were the clubs 
making the deal which sends George 
Burns and Mike Gonzales to the Reds 
and brings Heinie Groh to the Giants. 
‘It is understood that a large amount 
of cash was paid by the Giants to com- 
plete the deal, but no official announce- 
ment was made in this regard. Reports 
were that at least $50,000 was included 
in the deal and some insisted that the 
New. York club gave as much as $100,000 
to complete the transfer. Manager John 
J. McGraw of the Giants, who arrived 
in Buffalo this morning, held a long 
conference with President August Herr- 
mann and Manager Pat Moran of the 
Reds this afternoon. President William 
Veeck and Manager Bill Killefer of the 
Chicago Cubs had previously conferred 
with the Cincinfiati officials, but they 
gave up the idea of obtaining Groh as 
goon as they heard the amount demanded 


for the player. 

McGraw has been angling for Groh 
for a long time. Last Winter McGraw 
was reported to have offered $150,000 
for the player and during the Spring 
the Cincinnati club was prepared to dis- 
ne of Groh to the Giants after the 
ittle infielder had declared emphatically 
that. he never again would wear a 
Cincinnati uniform. He had been hold- 
ing out for a better contract and he 
charged that President August Herr- 
mann of the Reds had aired their 
troubles in the press when they should 
have been kept from the public. 
Announcement that the deal was all 
but completed for Groh’s transfer to the 
Giants brought out a storm of protests 
from other club owners, and Judge 
Landis finally had to step in. He ruled 
that Groh must play with the Cincin- 
nati club or not at all, but added that 
he would be eligible for a sale or trade 
at the conclusion of 1921 playing sea- 
son. Groh then joined the Reds and 
played through the remainder of the 
season. . 


. Batting Average .331. 


In ninety-seven games he had a bat- 
ting average of .331 and a fielding mark 
of .950. Since the close of the season 
reports have been in circulation that he 
Was sought by the Cubs and Cardinals, 
and it was understood that -Manager 
McGraw was no longer anxious to ob- 
tain the player. The fact that the Giants 
won the National League pennant and 
world’s championship without Groh was 
taken as proof that McGraw was no 
longer interested in such a transfer. 

Whether McGraw will make another 
-shift in his infield, as he did at the time 


he obtained Johnny Rawlings from the 
Phillies last season, is uncertain at this 
time. Groh for years has been recog- 
nized as one of the star third basemen 
of the major leagues and his logical po- 
sition would be at third for the Giants, 
necessitating a return of Frank Frisch 
to second base. It is possible, however, 
that McGraw may decide to keep Frisch 
at third base where he has become one 
of the game’s leading luminaries and 
assign Groh to second base. Heinie was 
a second baseman and shortstop in the 
early years of his professional career, 
and it was not until 1915 that he began 
to play third with any regularity. He 
is not so young or so agile as he was 
when he was recognized as the game’s 
best third sacker, and he might fit in 
better at second base for the Giants. 

At any rate, his acquisition means the 
breaking up of the Giant's world’s cham- 
Pionship infield, with Johnny Rawlings 
suffering the fate of many another 
Series star of other years. Rawlings 
probably will be retained for utility pur- 
ac as McGraw is a trifle short of in- 

feld utility strength. If Groh goes to 
third Frisch will return to second. 


All Players Veterans. 


All three players in the deal 
major league veterans. Both Groh\and 
Burns celebrated their thirty-second 
birthdays during the year now nearing 
a close, and each has been in the Na- 
tional League since 1912. In fact they 
were team mates in that season, both 
being substitute members of the cham- 
plonship Giants of nine years ago. Groh 
started his baseball career in Oshkosh, 
‘Wis., in 1908, and Burns started with 
the Utica (N. Y.) club the following 


The Giants igo og Groh in 1911 and 
Burns in 1912. Heinie was turned over 
to Buffalo for development in 1912 and 
later recalled. In 1913 he was traded to 
the Reds with John Devore and Red 
Ames for Pitcher Arthur Fromme. For 
two years Groh played second or short- 
etop for the Reds and then was shifted to 
third base, where he became recognized 
as one of the best third basemen of 
the last decade. 

Burns became regular outfielder of the 
Giants in 1913 after serving a season 
on the bench and he immediately stepped 
into the ranks of stardom. For years 
Burns played the difficult sunfield at 
the Polo Grounds in masterly fashion 
and he has been often called the greatest 
sunfielder in the history of the game. 
ae quiet and unassuming ways won 

im a place in the hearts of New York 
fans such as few players ever enjoyed 
and his passing will be generally re- 
gretted. 

For several years Burns has been Mc- 
Graw’s lead-off man and he has ranked 
‘with the leaders of the sport in hitting, 
base-running and heady play, while he 
generally excelled as an outfielder. Dur- 
ng the last season Burns was shifted 
from left field to centre when Emil 
Meusel was obtained from the Phillies, 
and he played the position as well as 
he had played left field during the 
groceding years. Burns batted .299 dur- 

g the 1921 season. 

. Miguel Gonzales, who goes to the Reds 
with Burns, has not figured prominently 
fn the work of the New York club dur- 
ing recent years. onzales, a Cuban, 

1 be 36 years of age in May. He 
came into the majors in 1914 as a mem- 
‘ber of the Reds, but was traded to the 
St. Louis Cardinals in 1915. He was a 
member of the Cards during the seasons 
ef 1915-16-17-18 and then came to the 
Giants.

Urges Retrenchment in Every 
Way Possible by Owners of 
Minor League Clubs. 


. Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, Dec. 6.—No longer will the 
minor league ball players ‘lead the 
life of Riley’ if club owners in the 
smaller circuits adopt the policy laid 
down by M. H. Sexton, President of 
the National Association of Minor 
Leagues, in his speech this afternoon 
before the annual meeting of that body. 
Mr. Sexton set forth certain facts con- 
cerning the management and mainte- 
nance of minor leagues which, he de- 
clared, are vital to the success of the 
small leagues. He calls for a general 
curtailment of expenses which will save 
thousands of dollars if carried through. 
But what a shock it will be to the noble 
athlete! 

There must be a strict observance of 
the salary limit, according to Mr. Sex- 
ton. The double umpire system must be 
abolished wherever possible, and the 


enormous expenses incurred by free and 
unrestricted use of baseballs must be 
cut, So far, so good, but ye who have 
tears prepare to shed them now! The 
ball players are to be transported in 
tourist sleepers instead of standard 
Pullmans. Hotels ef the less preten- 
tious sort are to bé@ patronized, and 
such luxuries as training trips are to 
be strictly limited. There was little 
in the way of — economy that 
Mr. Sexton failed to touch upon in the 
course of his speech, and one could al- 
most hear the tinkle of falling dollars 
as they dropped into the doughbags of 
the club owners. 


Hard to Stand the Strain. 


It was estimated that the average cost 
of operating a Class A team approxi- 
mated $100,000. A Class B elub cost 
close to $50,000, and so on down the 
line. It was pointed out that the aver- 


age cost per game was entirely too high 
for the patronage of the leagues in 
question. 

So through the afternoon the minor 
league solons shaped their policies for 
the coming year. A good many owners 
accepted the policy of Mr. Sexton in 
principle, but reserved the right to leave 
certain points open to diplomatic discus- 
sion. The ball players, of course, are 
dead set against the proposition. They 
cannot see this second-class railroad 
coach business, and they are un- 
willing to stand for the inferior hotels. 

The annual report oft J. H. Farrell of 
Auburn, N. Y., Secretary Treasurer of 
the National Association of Professional 
Baseball Leagues and Chairman of the 
National Board, was presented this 
afternoon. 

The report shows that the Secretary’s 
office recorded and approved 5,401 play- 
ers’ contracts; examined and promul- 
gated 1,120 notices of acceptances of 
terms; issued 8,400 copies of the Offi- 
cial Bulletin; promulgated 1,379 as- 
signments of contracts, carrying the 
transfer by purchase of players’ services 
from one club member to another; 475 
players were promulgated as suspended: 
163 reinstated, and 38 declared in- 
eligible. Nineteen thousand eight hun- 
dred letters were handled and a total of 
4,003 telegrams were received and trans- 
mitted:

Courses and dates for the women’s 
national and the national open cham- 
pionships were announced by the United 
States Golf Association yesterday. This 
cleared up the calendar for 1922, with 
the exception of the Professional Golf- 
ers’ Association event, and put an end 
to all guesswork as to the scenes of the 
coming year’s classics. 

The national women’s championship 
will be played over the course of the 
Greenbriar Club, at White Sulphur 
Springs. The national open has been 
awarded to the Skokie Club at Glencoe, 
Ill., near Chicago: The date for the wo- 
men’s event has been decided for the 
week of Sept. 25. The open event again 
will be held in July, the definite date 
being as yet unfixed. It is expected, 
however, that some date along in the 
middle of the month will be chosen in 
order to give the American pros who 
are taking part in the British open 
championship the opportunity to com- 
pete. 

The amateur championship was al- 
lotted some time ago to the Country 
Club, Brookline, Mass., to be held either 
the first or second week in September. 

It is expected that the pros will de- 
termine the course and date for their 
annual championship at the time of the 
meeting of the P. G. A. Executive Com- 
mittee here this month. 

The choice of the Greenbriar Club will 
be a distinct surprise to many who ex- 

pected that the Allegheny Country Club, 
Piesbursh, would be awarded the 1922 
event. After considering this and sev- 
eral other locations that were offered 
for the event, the women's committee 
selected the West Virginia course. 

The selection of Skokie was a fore- 
ordained conclusion, the announcement 
having been made unofficially a few 
days ago and it being generally ac- 
cepted that the Chicago course had been 
selected, although no official announce- 
ment had been made.

Anonymous Donor Comes to Aid of 
Tiger Hockey Team.

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 6.—Prince- 
ton will have an artificial ice rink with 
an unobstructed surface of 200 by 8&5 
feet by Feb. 1, according to an an- 


tnouncement made today it is planned 
to enclose the rink next Spring, complet- 
ing what will be the only covered ice 
rink {In the country owned by a college 
and used for intercollegiate sport. The 
rink is a gift from an anonymous donor, 

Work on the project has already be- 
gun, but owing to the late start only 
the skating surface and the refrigerating 
plant will be ready for use this season. 
At present the Tiger skaters are forced 
to practice in Philadelphia because of 
lack of accommodations here. 

The building will be located at the 
jlower end of Brokaw Field, at the 
southwest corner of the campus, and 
will be of collegiate Gothic architecture. 
to harmonize with the rest of the uni- 
versity bulldings. 

The structure will be 236 by 126 feet 
on the outside, with the rink proper 
200 by 85 feet. Truss construction will 
be used to do away with the necessity 
of having posts which obstruct the piay 
ers. The plans call for seating accom- 
modations for 2,000 people. 

Princeton never has had a rink for its 
skaters, and the complete outfit is ex- 
pected to help materially -in putting 
hockey upon a new level here. Last 
Spring an attempt was made to form a 
skating surface by flooding some tennis 
courts, but the scheme failed because of 
weather conditions.

In the new romantic comedy by Gladys 
Unger, which found a vacant stage at 
the Republic Theatre last evening, there 
is much that is quaint and engaging and 
unshopworn. There is a good deal that 


might be said for this story which 
capriciously thrusts an untamed girl 
from the siave-markets. of Constantino- 
ple into a prim and fastidious London 
drawing room of a century ago 

It is a little as though Kiki had 
strayed by some insane stage manager’s 
error into the pretty placidity of ‘‘ Po- 
mander Walk.’’ And if the ensuing ban- 
ten and intrigue is rather more awkward 
and listless than the author seems to 
have. anticipated, one may hazard the 
suspicion that it is because the rro- 
ducer was not fortunate in finding just 
the right actress to play the disturbing 
damsel. The chief trouble with the new 
piece at the Republic is.that the fair 
Circassian herself is only fair. It is 
a little too much like seeing ‘‘ Kiki’ 
with Miss Lenore Ulric gone a-gadding 
off on a holiday. 

It may seem unduly ferocious to. be- 
gin a report of last night’s endeavors 
by thus heavily belaboring Miss Mar- 
garet Mower. But in all fairness to 
the author of ‘‘ The Fair Circassian,’’ 
it ought to be said that she has writ- 
ten the kind of comedy which might 
flourish fer many a moon if it had 
some one to serve it as Miss Ulric 
serves ‘“ Kiki,’’ as Doris Keane served 
‘*Romance.’”’ In fairness to Miss 
Mower, perhaps, it ought alse to be 
said that Miss Unger has written the 
kind of comedy which needs that kind 
of help—needs it desperately. 

The fair Circassian is brought to Lon- 
don as an offering from the guileful but 
misinformed Shah of Persia to the Shah 
of England. To that gouty and sinful 
but circumscribed potentate, the Prince 
Regent, are sent many pearls and rubies 
and emeralds, a _ string of Arabian 
horses, and an inscribed shirt\to be worn 
next to the royal skin whenever the 
royal person goes into battle. The 
Persian deputation is duly informed how 
‘* obleeged ’’ his Royal Highness is, how 
certain he will be to wear the gratifying 
garment—whenever he goes into battle. 

But the real difficulties begin when it 
{is further announced that the gifts in- 
clude not only a bouncing blackamoor to 
guard the harem at Windsor but an cn- 
chanting slave girl to wait upon his 
Royal Highness. The empbarrassme't is 
complicated by the girl’s own discovery 
that by merely putting her pink, unshod, 
perfumed foot on British soil she has 
become a free woman. rlow she uses 
that freedom to confound the _ British 
Foreign Office and to become the wife 
of her erstwhile master is all set forth 
in the four ambling acts of Miss Unger’s 
comedy, 

Upon this generally unbelievable piece 
of theatrical fancy work, Miss Gertrude 
Newell has expended a most beguiling 
amount of decoration and a company 
that, in its lesser réles, is all that could 
be desired. Miss Newell, it might be 
explained, is an artist who has thus 
tricked out more than one hotly ap- 
plauded stage but who is now venturing 
forth for the first time as a producer 
on her own. Her often excellent com- 
pany includes such capital players as 
Robert Fischer and Echlin Gayer, who 
are gorgeous, and such able assistants | 
as Claude King, John H. Brewer, Ethel | 
Dane and Fay West. 

But on one of these do the respon- 
sibilities of the occasion rest so crush- 
ingly as they must on Miss Mower who, 
all unprepared, is cruelly asked to play 
a role which ought to gather dust in 
some managerial desk until a girl pos- 
sessing its secret should chance along 
and bring it to life. Miss Mower is, 
as ever, a lovely person to look upon, 
but as the fair Circassian turned loose ; 
in the London of 1819, she does rather 
suggest a college girl trying to be too 
Persian for anything in the commence- 
ment play. 


MRS. LYDIG HOYT TO 
ACT IN “SQUAW MAN” 


Society Leader Abandons the 


Movies to Become William Faver- 
sham’s Leading Woman. 


The next step in the artistic career of 
Mrs. Lydig Hoyt, New York_ society 
leader, will be taken. next month, when 
she will become William Favershani’s 
leading woman in his revival of ‘‘ The 
Squaw Man.’ A few months ago Mrs. 
Hoyt startled society by entering the 
motion pictures, but after appearing in 
a single film she abandoned that field. 
It was rumored several weeks ago that 
she intended to appear before the foot- 
lights, but the nature of her réle was 
not learned until last night. 

Mrs. Hoyt, it is said, is already re- 
hearsing with Mr. Faversham, playing 
the réle of Diana, Countess of Kerhill. 
“The Squaw Man” will open out of 
town in a few weeks, and will come to 
New York in January. 

When it was announced that Mrs. Hoyt 
intended to seek a film career, early last 
April, it was declared that she was tak- 
ing the step because society, as she was 
required to follow it, was “ driving her 
mad.’

MUSIC 


By Richard Aldrich 


The Beethoven Association. 


The Beethoven Association gave last 
évening in Aeolian Hall the second of 
its season's subscription concerts. It 
departed from the rule that it has fol- 
lowed since it began its activities in 
presenting a program upon which there 
was no music of Beethoven—a departure 
that must naturally and in the due 
course of things come some time, Not 


@ very large proportion of Beethoven's 
works that are not a permanent part of 
the chamber music repertory is suffi- 
ciently valuable to justify a special ef- 
fort to produce it; and what has become 
rarest in that repertory is, in general, 
though there are exceptions, rarest be- 
cause it is least worth hearing. And 
so the Beethoven Association did well 
when it decided that it should admit to 
its programs music of the greatest of 
his successors. 

Two of the greatest were represented 
on last night’s program: Brahms by his 
quintet for clarinet and strings in B 
minor, Op. 115, and Schumann by his 
age for piano and strings in E flat, 

44. These were played by the Letz 
Quartet, with the assistance of Georges 
risez, clarinet, and Ernest Schelling, 
piano. Between them came a group of 
old songs for soprano, sung by Miss May 
Peterson; an air from Handel's Italian 
opera of ‘ Radamisto ’ an air from 
Rinaldo da Capua’s opera of ‘ La Bo- 
hémienne,”’ an ariette by Salvatore Rosa 
and an air from Bach's comic cantata, 
“ Phibus und Pan.’’ 

Brahms’s quintet is rarely heard in 
chamber concerts, though it is one of 
the most perfect and most beautiful of 
his chamber compositions. In it he has 
made strikingly effective use of the 
timbre of the clarinet, now fusing it 
with the tone of the strings, now expos- 
ing it in passages of characteristic volu- 
bility, as in the second section of the 
slow movement, where Brahms suggests, 
as he does now and again in other of 
his works, a rhapsodic Hungarian note. 
Otherwise the spirit of Beethoven broods 
ever this entrancingly beautiful move- 
ment—the Beethoven of the Ninth Sym- 
phony—and again over certain of the 
variations in the last. 

The performance was one of rare 
beauty ai.1 poetical spirit, in which the 
string pla — acquitted themselves with 
much cre Much of the beauty and 
poetical spirit was contributed by ow 
artistic performanceo f Mr. Grisez, 
masterpiece in quality and seodulation 
of tone, in beauty and finish of phras- 
ing, nev:r emerging unduly from the 
ensembl.. Schumann's quintet likewise 
was played with the romantic ardor and 
brilliancy tha. belong to it.

SEE GERMANY READY 
TO MEET PAYMENTS 


Bankers Believe She Will Send 
500,000,000 Marks Jan. 15 
and 100,000,000 in February. 


NO TIME FOR MORATORIUM 


Reichsbank Trying Hard to Stamp 
Out Sales of Marks for Specu- 
lation, Says Banker. 


New York bankers who are familiar 
with Germany's finances and who 
|handled the first reparations payments 
| made by that country during the Sum- 
| mer expressed the opinion yesterdav 
jthat, despite the purposed moratorium, 
Germany would pay her Jan. 15 obliga- 
tion of 500,000,000 gold marks and her 
February export obligation of 100,- 
000,000 gold marks. The~ belleve that 
the time is too short between now and 
the maturity date of thesé payments to 
arrange the purposed three-year mor- 
atorium and that Germany is able to 
meet these maturities, with the under- 
standing that she will get a ‘ breathing 
spell’’ when they have been made. 

It is the understanding of bankers 
here that financiers of Germany already 
have ccinpleted arrangements for these 
payments, or, at least, have them nearly 
completed. Balances here are moderate- 
ly large, and it is understood that bal- 
ances in London, Paris, Amsterdam and 
other centres are virtually sufficient to 
discharge the Jan. 15 obligation to the 


Allles. 

** Just at the moment,’’ said one banker 
yesterday, ‘‘ Germany is not selling 
marks. Such transactions as come 
through from day to day are commercial 
ones, the payment for goods received on 
which long-term credits were granted, 
mainly grain, leather and other necessi- 
ties. It is our understanding that there 
will be no more heavy sales of marks in 
this market.”’ 

One banker, who recently returned 
from Germany, said yesterday that 
strenuous efforts are being made by the 
Reichsbank to stamp out the sale of 
marks abroad by German nationals for 
specylation. ‘‘ For instance,’’ he said, 
“on the day I was at the Reichsbank 
every sale of round lots of dollars or 
sterling which had the avpearance of 
being speculative was subjected to the 
closest. scrutiny. It was ordered, in 
these cases, that 5 per cent. of the 
amount of marks sold be delivered, un- 
less the seller could produce his papers 
showing that the transaction had been 
a commercial one, based on goods, 
services or commodities.’’ 

It is the opinion of the bankers here 
who have acted for Germany in the past 
that the three-year moratorium now 
under consideration will give opportunity 
for the mark to seek a stable level. 
They believe that it will give the country 
just the opportunity she seeks to get on 
her financial feet before paying the bal- 
ance of her bills. «

Saves That Amount Yearly by 
Raling Against Claim for In- 
come Tax Exemption.

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 6.—Approxi- 
mately $250,000 annually is saved to 


the State in income tax payments 
through a decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals handed down today, which holds 
that interest income on which the se- 
cured debt tax of the State has already 
been paid is not exempt from the State 
income tax. 

The court denied the claim of Emaline 
F. Clyde of New York City that such 
income, as well as interest income on 
mortgages on which the mortgage tax 


had been paid, should be exempt for 
income tax purposes.

Mayor Directs Hirshfield to 
Start Thorough Investiga- 
tion of School Textbooks. 


WANTS TO LEARN AUTHORS 


If Standard Works Were Supplanted 
He Would Like to Know the 
Reason, He Says. 


Mayor Hylan directed Commissioner 
of Accounts David Hirshfield yesterday 
to make a thorough investigation re- 
garding the new history readers and 
textbooks in use’in the public schools 
which are alleged to contain anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda. The Mayor's letter to 
Commissioner Hirshfield fead in part: 

“‘It would be interesting to learn why 
the standard works have been supplant- 
ed, if such be the fact; who are the au- 
thors of the new books, and what influ- 
ence is back of the change? 

‘““Tnis Administration has done more 
than several past administrations com- 





bined to provide adequate accommoda- 
tions for school children, and our total 
program calls for ninety-five school 
buildings and additions. 

“Having made ample provision for 
school facilities, it is our intention to 
see that the buildings are devoted to 
the purposes for which they were ercct- 
ed, There is no room in any of our 
schools for anti-American propaganda 
or anything which would besmirch 
American traditions and the glory, re- 
nown and good name of our American 
Republic and its founders. 

‘“‘America has given to the world 
great fundamental truths in govern- 
ment of the people, for the people, by 
the people. These truths have been 
woven in the warp and woof of our so- 
cial, economical and political fabric. 
Many nations, some centuries older than 
our own, have profited by our example. 

‘““We can never forget our debt to 
early patriots who bequeathed to us the 
beneficent institutions of free govern- 
ment. At the risk of their lives, their 
fortunes and their sacred honor our fore- 
fathers committed themselves to the 
cause of human liberty. It was an ex- 
periment, pure and simple—but a suc-

MODERN JAPANESE 
PAINTINGS ON VIEW 


Impressionists’ Work in Metro- 
politan Art Museam Attracts 
American Artists. 


Modern Japanese artists, members of 
the Nippon Bijutsu-In, the Fine Arts 
Academy of Japan, are holding. an ex- 
hibition of their paintings in the Depart- 
ment of the Far East of the Metropoli- 
tan-Museum of Art and attracting much 
attention, notably among the artists of 
the city. it is characteristic of the up- 
to-dateness of Japanese methods that 
these Tokio artists have sent their paint- 
ings ‘to make a tour of the United 
States. They may be called the impres- 
sionists of Japan and the American 
artists are delighted to find in their 
work what they call ‘‘ common sense and 
sane drawing’’ with extremely decor- 
ative effects. 

There are twenty-four paintings on ex- 
hibition, including two makemonos, long 
rolled paintings, which are shown in 
cases. One of these is ‘‘A Prairie 
Fire,’”” by Kawabata Ryushi, a raging 
conflagration, a terribly realistic rush 
of flame. The second makemono, a 
strong contrast, is by Maeda Seison, an 
ink painting in monotohe, ‘‘ Scenes in 
the Buddhistic Hell.’’ This same artist 


has another painting of particular charm 
and also in low tones, ‘‘ Catfish.’’ Yoko- 
yama Taikwan, one of the best known 
of the modern’ Japanese artists, shows 
a painting in brilliant green, entitled “‘ A 
Weasel,”’ from the little animal which 
finds a place in it. He has also an in- 
teresting painting showing the cone of 
Fuji. above the clouds and a Winter 
scene, ‘‘ A Shinto Shrine.'’’ ‘‘ Calm Sea 
at Even Fall,’’ with rich orange tone is 
a notable picture by Ochi Shipwan; a 
‘* Yellow Bird on a Blossoming Tree,”’ 
is by Yamamura Kokwa. 

Paul Doughty, Kenneth Frazrie, Vin- 
cent Tack and Bryson Burroughs of 
the Museum are among the artists 
who have been interested visitors at 
the exhibition. With their ‘* sane draw- 
ing’? the Japanese impressionists are 
not meeting the antagonistic criticism 
given their European brothers of the 
impressionist brush. The exhibition lasts 
over Christmas, closing the 26th.

Chamberlin & Co. contained nine certif- 
icates of 100 shares each of the Midvale
